ELKINS SUMS UP THE POLITICAL 
SITUATION. 

WESHINGTON, D. C., June 25.—The Zrening 
Star printsalong interview Wtth Secretary 
Elkins on the political outlook. Mr. Elkins 
regards Mr. Cleveland asthe strongest man 
in the Democratic party, and predicts that 
he will receive everywhere the support of 
what is called the ‘‘machine.’’ He takes no 
stock inthetalk about ‘‘knifing.’’ He says 
the Republican ranks have already closed, 
and that this fact will have its effect in qulet- 
ing discontents inthe Democraticcamp. He 
puts itin this way: ‘*‘What we heard at Min 
neapolis and Chicago were mainly 
the excited, impulsive battle ciles 
in the midst of a political 


fight, for a temporary purpose. They bave 
nu meaningtothe old campaigner or infiu- 
ence on the finalyesult. A.ter nominations 
are made the natural tendency Is to cet to- 
gether, and personal preferences and griev 
ances are relevated to the rear. That is woat 
conventions are for, to arbitrate conflicting 
ciaims. ‘ineir finding is goacray accepted, 
and I see now no sign that it will be different 
with the findings of the Minneapolis and 
Chicago arbitrations.’’ 

Mr. Elkins, of course, predicts Republican 
success, and bases hjs calculations on the 
claim thatthe country now is prosperous, 
and that the people will vote against achange 
which woulda tend toward tree trade. He 
says: 

**Personally, and also as an able executive, 
the Kepublican can iidate has won the confl- 
dence of the peop!: toa ureater degree than 
it was possessedl by Cleveland, and he has a 
tremendous adui.tonal advantage with the 
business interests of all sections, and the 
party behind him is trustworthy on all ques 
tions of finance und commerce, with a steady 
policy generally understOod and clearly a.i- 
vantageous toall interests. Our party and 
our Candidate have generally won tie confl- 
dence of the people engaged in those 
business enterprises more or less exposed 
to the vicissitu ies of iegisiation, Even many 
business Democrats will regret the possiovility 
ofa change, ani to prevent it vill vote for 
Harrison.

Their Siatus as Revealed by the De 
'Mores-Mayer Duel. 


HISTORY OF EVENTS WHICH LED TO 
THE FATAL MEETING. 


An Article Which Recently Appeared in 
a Leading Parisian Paper—De Mores 
as He Is Regarded by Frenchmen— 
Origin of the Hatred of Hebrews in 
France. ‘ 


NEW YORK, June 25,—The Courier Des Etats 
Unis to-day published the following editorial 
on the Mayer-De Mores duel in France which 
tells what led up to that fatal event: 

A few days ago there was given in Paris 
**Prince D’Aurec,’’ a comedy of the times, 
in which the author, Herr Lavedan, has 
Grawnthe character of a Jew, Baron De 
Horn, who plays an odious role. Julea Le- 
maitre, describing the first presentation of 
this play in the Journal Des Debats, wrote 
thus: 

‘*‘I need not say to youthat I personally 
have not the slightest prejudice against the 
Israelites. They dre an extraordinary race, 
whose history is the most bequtiful and the 
most tragic in the world, and they were ,at 
their origin an extremely noble race, 
a pastoral people and warlike. 
Just like the exile whose misfortunes 
have made him a Pole, the Israelites can 
say, ‘it is our misfortunes that have made 
us Jews’ in the popularand worst sense of 
the word. Duringeighteen centuries Chris- 
tian Europe has forced them to be pre-emi- 
nent in the interchange of money; however, 
this was not their fauit. Therefore 
I do not dislike them in the 
least. We owe our God to them 
and their women are often marvels of grace 
and of wit—and Lam grateful that they are. 
There are Jews who are, and besides there 
there are some whoare not yet millionaires. 
It is a race fegtile im curbdstone 
brokers, but fertile, too, in musicians, in au- 
thors of vaudevilles, in comedians, in writers 
of the pessimistic school and in neurologists. 
They have come tolove France as we love 
her, entirely as we love her—and so much the 
better for French blood, which, let us not 
forget, is an incredible mixture of all 
bloods.’’ 

The writer in the Desbafs, the Courier goes 
on to say, has perfectly outlinedin these few 
words, the sentiments ofthe great majority 
of Christian Frenchmen towards Freach 
Israelites. We demand that they should 
love France like a true Frenchman. If 
they fill this condition, if they attest their 
devotion tothe common country by serving 
in the French army, what Frenchman wor- 
thy of the name will dream of reproaching 
them with their Semitic origin? But there 
are Frenchmen and Frenchmen, as 1s proven 
by the unfortunate affair which to-day in- 
terests two worlds. 

A severe thrust given by the Marquis De 
Mores, the ex-cattle raiser of Montana, who 
has become an Anarchist and an anti-Semite, 
to an Israelitish officer of the French army, 
has caused the death of the latter, and at 
once the natural sensation caused by 
this death calis attention to the Jewish 
question. Already people ask whether there 
will be in France, asin England and in Rus- 
sia, a crusade against the Jews, if the 
More’s duel is only an incident and from 


last an  anti-Semite. He is one of 
those aristocrats who have wandered 
from the path, one of the red marquises, as 
we used to say, who are more ridicuious than 
dangerous. No one takes him seriously, but

Following this letter M. Cremien Foa sent 
his witnesses, MM. De Perussi and De Van- 
del, captainsinthe Chasseurs, a cheval to

Drumont was wounded in the face, but the 
affair was to have other consequences. Capt. 
Mayer,a professor in the Polytechnic school, 
resented in his turn the article in the Libre 
Parole and that resulted in another duel 
which ended in the death of Capt. Mayer and 
the robbing of the French army of an officer 
who hada future before him. As between 
the useless Marquis De Mores and a good 
servant of France Diind fate unhappily chose 
the latter. 

The arrest of the Marquis De Mores ts an- 
nounced. The legal prosecution will not be 
bused, as one might suppose, on a law for- 
bidding dueling. Sucha law does not exist in 
France. But there is an article, No. 309, 
in the penal code which punishes with from 
twotofive years’ imprisonment everyone 
who voluntarily has inflicted wounds or 
given blows. The same articieadds:

CHAUNCEY HESITATES. 


He Would Not Take the Premiership for 
a Few Months. 

New YORK, June 25.—There wasthe story 
from Washington to-dayto the effect that 
Chauncey M. Depew had announced he would 
accept the Secretary ef State portfolio. 
When Mr. Depew was askec by the Post- 
DISPATCH correspondentas tothe truth of this 
statement to-day he said there was not a 
syllable of truth in it. 

It is claimed that the hitch in Depew’s case 
is due to the fact that the President first 
offered him the Cabinet place without desig- 
nating the length of term. After thinking 
over the subject Mr. Depew naturally decided 
that he did not want the place for a few 
months. A few days ago he said to a friend: 

‘*What could one doas Secretary of State 
from now until next March?’’ 

‘*Youcould finish up Mr. Blaine’s  busi- 
ness,’’ was the answer. 

‘That's just it. The office would over- 
shadow the man. In a whole term one 
could make a reputation far himself. The 
Secretary of State is the prime 
minister. It is a anu office. 
The man who is called upon to step into this 
place should be willing to make all sorts of 
sacrifices. The monetary consideration 
should not be thought of a minute. It mat- 
ters not to your descendants whether you 
had $100,000 or $1,000,000, but it does make a 
great distinction if you had been Secretary 
of State and had aescenpnienen something 
during your term of office.

It 
is not believed that the suicide was premedl- 
tated. Mr. Loyd madea fortune mining in 
Joplin, but a portion. of it has been 
lost unfortunate investm-nts 
in real estate elsewhere.

These 
measures have been on the calendar for some 
time, and as che committee has not been 
allowed a day for disposition of measures re- 
ported by it, it is out that the Comiunite 
tee on Rules will grant the time necessary to 
dispose of these bills,

Conference. 


In the Interest Solely of American 

Mine Owners. 
ATTACKS BY THE PRESS OF 
CENTRAL EUROPE. 


SHARP 


Prospective Visit of Emperor Wil’l:m to 
the Worla’s Fair—Wooden Wedding 
of the Duke and TDuchess of faxe- 
Weimar-—Grand Preparations for the 
Event—Royal Guests Who Will Be 
Present-—General News of Europe’s 
Capitals. 


VIENNA, June 25.—The attacks of the Cen- 
tral European press on the proposed inter . 
national silver conferemce do not abate. The 
Neue Freie Presse in Vienaa,the most powerful 
daily in Austria, gives expression in these 
words to its opposition: 

‘‘Is it possible that any European power 
will throw open its mints in order that 
Americans may sell their silver at higher 
prices? Is it comprehensible that rational 
men should contend, despite the present 
quotations of silver, that -elther the ratio of 
the Latin Union or any other fixed ratio 
could be permanently established? The Ital- 
lan idea is to bind each power by treaty to 
coin acertainamount, Tha, too, is imprac- 
ticable, because no power could or woull 
hold to suchan agreement in the absence of 
international pledges as to the ratio to be 
maintained, After the latest utterances in 
Washington it Is as clear as day that the 
whole strength of the silver agitation lies in 
the individual business tnterest of a few silver 
producers, and it would be difficuitto find a 
Statesman who, after these revelation:, 
would bind by treaty the financial legislation 
of the jland to the tricky hands of the silver 
producers. In our parliament it has been 
suggested that we suspend decision in our 
currency reform until after the silver confer- 
ence.’’

same steamer. 

Captain-Genera! Polavieja arrived some two 
years agoina pelting rain storm, prevent ing 
many from joining in his reception. He came 
in the rain and ieft tn the rain. 

The new VCaptain-General, Arras, left Spain 
on the 20th inst., and is due here about the 
5th prox., when we shall have to give 
hima cordial weldo ne, with the hope that 
the affairs of Cuba under his administration 
will be progressive and a.llvantageous to the 
best interests of the island. The care of pub- 
lic matters meantime is confilel to tie 
General of Division, n Jose Sanchez Gomez, 
second th command and Military Governor of 
Havana, 

The terrible rains which have followed 
those allready advised have prevented the 
repairs necessary of the great damages done, 
particularily at Manassas, raliroad and tele- 
graphicicommunications have been restored, 
but the Casualty has caused great distress 
and sugar making for 1891-92 is over. Large 
tracts of land .with standing cane remain 
uncut and will not be avallabie until Novem- 
ber or December. The grand total of the 
crops thiis year isdiminished by some 50,000 
tons on account of the recent May rains. 

A drought of three months, followed bya 
flood of rain, has been the cause of great 
lossto Cuba. Luckily very fev livesare 
known to be lost, but millions will be required 
to make good the loss from recent and still 
continuvus rain, The health of the island is 
fair, andthe prospect tor good crops in the 
near future excellent. 


DROUTH IN MEXICO, 


SUFFERING ALONG THE “LOWER RIO GRANDE 
BORDER. 

LAREDO, Tex., June 25.—The great drouth 
which has been prevailing over Northern 
Mexico and portions of Texas on the Lower 
Rio Grande border for the last two years con- 
tinues unbroken except in spots. Thelive 
stock industry on the range bas been almost 
annihilated, andthe tot:1 failure of crops 
except in the Irrigated districts has resulted 
in extreme suffering among the peopie. 

In the States of Durango and Coahala the 
situation is criticaland only by pr mpt ac- 
tion of the Government in @istribeting food 
has actual starvation been avoided. 
At Lerdo the weaithier classes have 
established free lunch-houses forthe poorer 
to relieve the distress. If crops are not 
raised the share results are likely to prove 
disastrous. The Mexican gpvernment has 
repealed all interstate duties on corn and is 
con sidering the removal of import duties of 
cereals. 

Notwithstanding this woeful state of affairs, 
mining and railroad bulliding go bravely on 
and the money thus expended has been of 
great benefit to the people. 

In Texas the drouth is confined to the lower 
Rio Grande border, The Relief Gommittee at 
Rio Grande City have the names of 3,545 
sufferers on their list in Starr and Hidaigo 
Counties who are living principaly on con- 
tributions sent from other portions of tne 
State. More help is needed.

THE BERLIN FAIR. 


EMPEROR WILLIAM MAY VISIT AMERICAN IN 
1898, 


BERLIN, June 25.—The pertinacity of the 
Government dailies in urging that the Berlin 
Fair project be dropped for the present in 
order that Germany may bring all her en- 
ergies to securing a fine exhibit at the Chi- 
cuigo Worild’s Fair strengthens the report 
that the Emperor plans a visit to Chicago. 

Caprivi’s efforts to further in every way the 
interest of German exhibitors are undoubt- 
edly made at the instance of the Emperor, 
who wishes, itis understood, to see with his 
own eyes a worthy representation of Ger- 
many’s resources, The free trade dailies 
conducted as organs of the Independents, 
protest somewhat bitterly against this side- 
tracking of the Berlin project, and do their 
best to discourage German exhibitors by 
dwelling upon the enormities of the McKin- 
ley bill, **A world’s fair,’’ says the 
$ ersan- Courier, **is an invitation 
© industrial competition. Therefore 
a World’s Fairina country like the United 
States, which excludes competition, ts in 
itselfa contratiction. The Gérman-Ameri- 
can trade relations have been re tricted ex- 
cessively by the McKinley bill; they have not 
been so restricted only in cases where by way 
of legislation it was impossible to restrict 
them.’’ 

Preparations are making in Weimar for the 
wooden wedding of the Grand Duke and 
Grand Duchess of -axe-Weimar on next Oct, 
8. The palace is being almost completely re- 
furnished and houses in various quarters of 
the city are being fitted for the gereat 
number of royal guests expected from all 
parts of Europe. Emperor William, with 
full suite, the Empress, the King of Saxony, 
the hing of Roumania. the Regent of 
Bavaria and the two Austrian Archdukes 
have signified their intention to be present. 
About one hundred other persons of royal 
blood are expected and scores of the dipio- 
matists and petty princes. ‘Ihe Czar of Rus- 
sia willbe represented by the Grand Duke 
Viadim ir, Dispatches from Brunn say 
that 100 strangers are in the city to 
attend the festival of the Austrian singing 
societies. The prizesare: 600 silver medals, 
200 gol | medals, 320 silver goblets, and many 
jewelled decorations. The total value 
of the prizes is about $85,000. The 
festival will be opened to-morrow by 
Emperor Franz Josef. The Emperor will re- 
view a great historical parade of the societies 
and will make the speech declaring the 
festival begun andthe contests open toall 
members of societies In good standing. 
Several marksmen are expected from 
Switzerland and Germany. 


GERMAN SUPPORT. 


ITALY GUARANTEED ASSISTANCE IN HER FINAN- 
CIAL DISTRESS. 


BERLIN, June 25.—fhe interviews between 
Sig. Brin, Italian Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Chancellor Von Capriviand the Emperor re- 
sutead in a promise <«f German support for 
‘Itallan finances on condition that the 
Italian Army and Navy be sustained at 
pos present strength. Humbert proposed 

a large reduction inthe army reported to be 
| as much as 50,000 men, pleading the absolute 
| financial necessity for sucha recuction. The 

Emperor succeeded persuading him against 
|making any reduction mainly through 

pledging the assistance of the leading 
'banKks of Germany in an _ operation 
|for thejpurchase of existing Italian bonds 
‘and also if required the assistance of a 
| syndicate to take a new Italian loan. 


A German banking synicate has long been 
silently but potently operating to distribute 
throughout Germany large amounts ofthe 
Italian loans. The speculations have 
| been fostered by secret prom pt- 

ings from the foreizn office which 

seemsto regard the absorption of Italian 
bonds as a subsidy to a needy ally. the 
prospect of permanent peace as the strong- 
est factor tovard obtaining more money for 
Italy was referred to in theinterviews. In 
an interview that Sig, Brin accorded to 
a number of journalists prior to his 
starting on his return to Rome yesterday he 
said he could foresee nothing that was likely 
for a lone time to disturb the pacific relations 
| of the European powers. When asked whether 
it was true that the Czar had invited 
Emperor Francis Joseph to a conference at 
Skierniwice or Spala, Sig. Brin cautiously 
admitted that he had heard something con- 
cerning the subject, adding that the ar- 
rangements were still a matter of reserve. 
He hoped, however, that if a conference oc- 
curred between the Czar and the Emperor 
the best results would follow. 

Sig. Brin declined to say anything as to the 
financial position of Italy except that the 
new Italian ministry would be strengthened 
by the friendly attitude by the German gov- 
ernment. According to the foreign office 
here Italy will be financially strong if she 
gets time to arrange her affairs. 

The Emperor’s resolution to maintain the 
credit of Italy for the sake of the Triple Alii- 
ance constitatesa leading element towards 
restoring financial order. ‘ihe King and 
Queen of Italy and their party arrived 
at Frankfort-on-the-\ain to-day. 
Thirteenth Hussars, of 
Regiment King Humbert 
honorary Colonel were mustered at the sta- 
tion to receivehim. King Humbert placed 
himself at the head of the regiment and 
marched to Backenheim Barracks, where he 
took lunch with the officers. Queen Marghe- 
rita p: oceeded to Homburg for the purpose of 
congratulating Empress Frederick upon the 
betrothal of her deughter, Princess Mar- 
garet, to Prince Fiederick Charles of Hesse. 

The Court Circle here views the match as 
not a great catch for the Princess. It is 
purely a love affair. The Prince did his 
courting quietly. While staying with his 
mother at Frankfort he used to run 
over to Empress Fredericks residence 
at Hamburg and managed his courtship so 
adroitly and sec:etly that he surprised Em- 
press Frederick when he made his deciara- 
tion asking her daughter in marriage.

When I frst knew this famous beach, some 
thirty years ago, it was one of the loveliest 
marine landscapes in the world; more per- 
fect ofits kind than any I have ever seen. 
The fow bathing houses then there did not 
disturb the harmony of the scene, and one 
quickly forgot their existence in 
the exquisite beauty of which 
they were the only blemish, A recent visit 
revealed sucha sad change that I never ¢are 
to see the spotagain. It fs a colossal bathing 
place, and nothing more; utterly spolied for 
every higher purpose. Niagara xiven up to 
mills and factories would not be a greater 
desecration than this historic beach as it 
is to-day. I say ‘‘historic,’’ for it ts in- 
separably associated witha great and good 
man who has, perhaps, left a deeper im- 
pression upon the religious thought of our 
century than any other man in America or 
Europe. Ina sermon preached at Newport, 
his birthplace and the home of his eariler 
life, July 27, 1836, Dr. Channing alluded to 
the local influences which had contributed to 
his intellectual and moral development. 
After speaking of the Redwood “Library he 
said: 

**My other favorite place was yonder beach, 
the roar of which hasso often mingled with 
the worship of this house; my dally resort, 
dear to me in the sunshine, still more at- 
tractive in the storm. Sclidom dol visit Itnow 
without thinking of the work which there, in 
the sight of that beauty,in the sound of those 
waves, was carried on in my soul. No spot 
on earth has helped to form me so 
muchasthat Deach. There I lifted upmy 
volce in praise amfecst the tempest, There, 
softened by beauty, I poured out my thanks- 
giving and contrite confession. ‘here, in 
reverential sympathy with the mighty power 
around me, I became conscious of power 
within. There struggling thoughts and emo- 
tions broke forth, asif moved to utterance 
by Nature's eloquence of the winds and 
waves. ‘lhere began a happiness surpassing 
all worldly pleasures, all gifts of fortune—the 
happiness of communing with the works of 
God.’’ 


Afriend lately sent me ashort poem on 
‘*Mary, Queen of Scots,’’ so good that I 
inquired who the author, H. G. Bell, was. 
In reply the friend said: ‘‘This poem wis 
recited by me at school in Ireland, nearly 
fifty years ago. It was printed ina ‘reader’ 
or ‘elocutionist,’ I think it was calHed, pub- 
lished or edited by James Sheridan Knowles, 
author of the ‘Love Chase,’ ‘The Hunchback’ 
and other good dramas. I don’t know who 
Bell was, but he writes as though he believed 
in her.’’ 

Yes, I have yet tosee or hear of any one 
who did not ‘‘believe’’ In Mary more or less, 
in spite of ali the stains upon her memory— 
some of them very Diack and very deep. 
These lines, attached to an old portrait of 
her, tell the chief reason why: 

If to her fame some faults and follies fall, 
Look on her face and you'll forget them all, 

If Mary had been as irredeemabiy ugly as 
was her cousin, Elizabeth, I doubt much 
whether she would have bad so many cham- 
pions to do brave battle in her behalf. But 
when one gazes upon the fair face of 
the earlier portraits, what does he care 
—at least while the spell of that wondrous 
beauty is on him—whether she was an ac- 
complice in the murder of a worthiess and 
treacherous husband, or whether she mar- 
ried one of his murderers within six months. 
But Mary had other powerful attractions be- 
sides beauty: Perfect grace, an irresistible 

charm of manner, a dauntless spirit, which 
neither misfortune nor peril nor even death 
itself could break, and grateful and generous 
loyalty to her friends. If she was gulity 
of all the sins charged against her 
she is stHT a far finer and more 
attractive character than Elizabeth. ‘*‘The 
Virgin Queen’’ was undoubtedly a great 
woman in her way, but undoubtedly the 
meanest one thatever worea crown. After 
reading Froude’s elaborate eulogy of her I 
liked kKlizabeth less than ever, and after 
reading his equally elaborate condemnation 

of Mary (and conceding that most of it was 

based on fact) I Hked Mary better than ever. 
And now, these rival queens, ese bD&tter 
enemies, sleep so peacefully ogether in 
Westminster Abbey. Whata mighty peace- 
maker is death!

STRAINED RELATIONS, 


DEMOCRATS WERE SXUBBED BY KANSAS THIRD 
PARTY MEN. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 25.—Now that the 
People’s party of Kansas has completed its 
State and Congressional tickets the Demo- 
crats of the State are beginning to send in 
their protests at being suubbed. In the Sev- 
enth, Fifth, First and Second districts there 
isan uprising which the State leaders, who 
are working tv secure an indorsement of the 
State ticket, find it impossible to control. 


Judge John Martin, who came out squarely 
for an indorsement of the People’s ticket im- 
mediately after the Wichita Convention, said 
this inorning:

There will be no less 
than three factiOnsin the Democratic Con- 
vention. One will seek an indorsement 
of the People’s ticket from top to bottom ;an- 
other will want such men on the People’s 
ticket indorsed as were formerly Democrats 
and are acceptable to the party; the third 
will wanta straight State ticket, with an In- 
dorsement of the People’s electoral ticket. 
AS near as I can learn these factions will have 
about equal strength.’’ 

David Overmeyer said this morning: ‘‘I 
have not talked toa Democrat since the de- 
feat of More in the Second District, who was 
not in favor of making a fight witha straight 
Democratic State ticket. have not been in 
a position to say much about the matter my- 
self and willnotdoso.

RALEIGH, June 25.—The People’s party 
organ in this State, the Progressive Farmer, 
formerly edited by thelate L. L. Polk, will 
Say editorially: 

**The Democratic platform differs from 
anything yet seen. It contains nothing of 
any material value. It starts off with an ar- 
raignment of the force billand ends with an 
indorsement of the Republican party, for 
such isthe construction we place upon sec.

TAUBENECK TALKS, 


The Third Party Leader Gives an Inter- 
esting Interview. 

One of the most active of the People’s 
party leaders is H. E. Taubenectk, the Chair- 
man of the National Executive Committee. 
He has been in charge of the Executive Com- 
mittee headquarters inthis city for the past 
monthand has beenat work day and night 
sendingout literatureto all the State Com- 
mittees. The headquarters will be kept open 
here until about Thursday next, when Chair- 
man Taubeneck and his secretary will leave 
for Omaha. 

Mr. Taubeneck was seen yesterday going 
through an immense mass of correspond- 
ence. Toan inquiry he said: *‘‘You can rest 
assured that our National Convention will be 
a big concern. it willl be a deliberative body 
notinfivenced by Federal office-holders or 
those who expect Federal offices. 

**What do you think of the old party plat- 
forms and the nominees?’’ he was asked. 

**My opinion is that the platforms are iden- 
tical with the exception of the tariff plank. 
The Republican platform declares for a pro- 
tective tariff, a zold standard, a free vote and 
afair countinthe South, while the Demo- 
cratic platform dGeciares for a itariff for rev- 
enue only, a gold standard, a free vote anda 
fair couatia the North. That is about the 
meaning of the two piatforms. in regard to 
the silver question, or you might say the 
finance question there is not a 
hair’s breadth difference between their 
platforms or candidates. In i884 Mr. Cleve- 
land was elected on a free silver plank and he 
repudiated that plank the mument he was 
elected and before he took his seat. In 1888 
hLiarrison was elected on an out and out silver 
plank and he repudiated it the moment he 
was elected and has since then used his 
official position to throw everything in the 
way of financial reform that he possibly 
could. ,fhatis the history of the two men 
who were elected on a free colnpage plank, 
and the present silver pianks that were 
adopted at Minneapolis and Chicago can be 
s© construed that they wlilauthorize them to 
sien a bill for the absolute demone- 
tization of silver. There never has 
been an instant ia the history of the 
politicai parties in which language has been 
s0 distorted and jingled together to mean 
absolutely nothing, as the Minneapolis and 
Chicago platiorms on the silver question,*’ 

‘“‘Willthe People’s Party, in your judg- 
ment, declare for absolute and unlimited 
coinage of silver, whether mined in this 
country or abroad?’’ 

**Yes, sir, most emphatically so. Our con- 
vention willexpress its views on silver in 
three or four words, and that is absolute 
free and unlimited coinage. That has been 
the stand that the industrial organizations 
and independent parties have taken on the 
silver question for yearsand we do not pro- 
pose to yield one inch from that position.’*’ 

**Do you anticipate apy change in the plat- 
form from that adopted at the Industiral 
Conference in St. Louis iast February?’’ 

‘There might possibly be some changes 
perlLaps in the wording, Dut there will be no 
material change in regard to tne principles 
laid down last February. Those additional 
resolutions I think will be stricken out. Per- 
haps the platiorm itself might be revised, 
but there will be no material change hor is 
there any new demand that I know of.’’ 

**Wili the platform declare for free trade?’’ 

‘*That question 1 cannot answer. The In- 
dustrial conferences have been silent on the 
tariff question, and 1 donot know as it will 
be taken up at the Omaha convention. 60 
far the People’s party and the industrial or- 
ganizations have never laid any stress on 
the tariff issue. We have always declared 
that it was simply acatch to draw the peo- 
pie away from the real issue, which we 

hink is the nmnance question. The _ tariff 
question will not be discussed, nor will it re- 
ceive much attention at the Convention or in 
the caimpalgn to follow.’’

SITUATION IN MISSOURI. 

‘*From your observation in Missouri do you 
think the People’s party State ticket will in- 
jure the Democratic party more than the Re- 
publican?’’ 

‘*My Knowledge in regard to Missouri poll- 
tics is very limited. Aliilcan say is that our 
people claim that we shall have 100,000 
votes for our State ticket. They are going 
to make an exceedingly aggressive 
campaign. I understand they have received 
$15,000 to begin on by subscription from 
allthe different counties in the state. The 
candidates for State officers and aiso most of 
the local candidates 1 think came from the 
Farmers’ Alliance and the labor organiza- 
tions, and perhaps politicalig most of them 
come from the Democratic side of the house.

‘*From the correspondence I am receiving, 
especially from Ovolorado, they say tbat 
neither Harrison nor Cleveland can poll over 
15 per cent cof their respective party votes.

We demand a rigid enforcement of the anti-Pink- 
erton and senployers iiability iaws. 

We demand a iawcapabie of ricid enforcement 
that will compel all corporations in this State to pay 
their employes once a week in lawful money, and 
also the abolition of the truck store system and 
we condemn it Senate of the State 
of Missouri for ite failure to concur in the bill passed 
by the Lower House of the State Legisiature at its 
last regular session. 

We demand thateach individual aaperes in this 
State shall ve entitled to $200 in personal property 
exempt from all taxation. 

We de ad that a tax to the full rental 

levied upon all unused and uuoecapied 
for speculative purposes. 

This declaration of principles received the 
enthusiastic approval of the convention.

THE RAILROAD WORLD. 


Considerable Excitement Over the E. T. 
’ V. & Ga. Reosivership. 


New YorK, June.25.—The news of the ap- 
pointment of receivers forthe East Tennes- 
see, Virginia & Georgia Ratiroad on the ap- 
plication of Gen. Thomas was a decided sur- 
prise tothe controlling interest in the Rich- 
mond Terminal Co. When spoken to-day 
about his action Gen. Thomas said that com- 
plications ofthe Richmond Terminal affairs 
made it a necessity for a receivership for the 
East Tennessee, Virginia & Georgia Railroad 
Oo, to be appointed to prevent the financial 
affairs of that company from becoming so 
embarrassed as necessarily to injure the 
property and securities. The bankruptcy of 
the Richmond Terminal Co., which owns a 
large part ofthe Kast Tennessee company, 
prevented any appeal to the stockholders for 
support or direction at this time. The in- 
numerable changes inthe management dur- 
ing the last six months has destroyed the 
efficiency of the management and clouded 
the credit ofthe company to such an extent 
asto make it absolutely necessary to secure 
for atime stability and confidence under the 
protection of the courts. 

Gen. Thomas further said that the Kast 
Tennessee property is sound and no re- 
organization aside from the adjastment of 
some of the later issues of bonds mainly heid 
by friends of the company, who can‘ be con- 
sulted and some arrangement made without 
re-organization. He sald that sufficient 
means are on hand to pay the accruing in- 
terest on all classes of bonds and that the 
court would be requested to authorize such 
payment. It is understood that the appoint. 
ment of the receivers means that the East Ten- 
nessee is not to be included in any re-organi- 
zation scheme that may be undertaken by 
Drexel, Morgan & Co.

THE VILLAGE BARBER,

THE CLEVELAND PROPERTY. 

Amile andahalf eastward of Buzzard’s 
Bay is the village of Bourne, formerly known 
in the post-office directory as Monument, 
The road to Bourne, as wellas those which 
traverse the broad sand’s expanse off the 
heel of Cape Cod,are tolerably good although 
somewhat soft. A dense undergrowth of 
scrub oaks and ancient cedars fringe the 
highways. Neat cottages standa little way 
back from the road, and. pretty little 
maidens in primitive attire gaze wondering- | 
ly on the strangers who pass by in unwonted 
numbers at the present time. You 
cross the Monument River on a low wooden 
bridge leaving an old weather-stained church 
on your left, and soon after crossing the 
Faemouth branch ofthe old colony railroad 
you plunge into the dense thickets that de- 
fine the border of Mr. Cleveland’s property. 

There are 101% acres attached to Gray 
Gables. The topography is irregular, gentle 
rises ulternating with gentle depressions 
over the entire surface. The shape is that 
ofa triangle, the apex jutting into an arm of 
Bugzard’s Bay, and the mansion is located 
100 feet from the extremity. The Faemouth 
branch describes the base of the tri- 
angle. With the exception of a dozen 
acres surrounding the house the estate is 
entirely woodland. Mr. Cleveland was @- 
duced to look at Gray Gables by his old 
friend, Joseph Jefferson, and he was 80 
pleased with it that he immediately bought 
it. Itis supposed that he paid nearly $10,000 
for it. 

There are many oyster beds in the vicinity 
of Buzzard’s Bay and when Mr. Cleveland 
bought Gray Gables there was a large bed 
upon his property owned by a fisherman liv- 
ing nearthe Bay. It is said Mr. Cleveland 
paid $1,000 to have the oyster bed removed. 

Under the evergreen trees that abound the 
earth is covered with a soft carpet of pine 
leaves. Birds chirp among the branches and 
you will frequently start a flock of quail. Mr. 
Cleveland preserves his property carefully, 
and no one is allowed to shoot without au 
thority, which is very rarely given. Asa re- 
sult of his humanity the birds revel in the 
woods, building their nests unmolested by 
climbing boys and undisturbed by the gun of 
the hunter. 

The old rood leading through the property, 
which was made by the Tudor family, has 
been in part abandoned by Mr. Cleveland. 
He has constructed a shorter cut and has 
widened the former carriageway. Since ear- 
ly spring a number of men with teams have 
been excavating and filling so that as soon as 
the ground becomes solid the approach to the 
Cleveland house will be a wide avenue through 
the dense forest, with graceful curves and oc- 
casional glimpses of Buzgzard’s Bay. No at- 
tempt has been made toclean up the under- 
brush in the wood or in any way to 
mar the natural beauty. The stables are 
several hundred feet from the cottage near the 
woods. The building, except for its size, is 
fullas pretentious looking as Gray Gables 
itself, 

Near by the stables is a smaller house, 
whichisthe homeof Baby Ruth’s pet calf 
and the Jersey cow which supplies the milk 
for the Cleveland household, In pleasant 
weather the calfistied up on a knoll near 
the stables where it runs about and licks the 
hands of the visitors who are certain to pay 
marked attention to Baby Ruth’s big-eyed 
pet. 
Mr. Cleveland keeps four horses. South of 
the stables, a short distance away, is a tall 
tower, onthe topof which tis a large reser- 
voir, surmounted bya wind-mill. This mill 
supplies the waterto Mr. Cleveland’s house. 

GRAY GABLES ITSELF. 

A near approach to the Cleveland cottage 
dispels the illusion that it is an extensive 
residence. It is a plain wooden cottage,a 
story anda half high, with broad verandas 
upon allsides, It was built more for comfort 
than beauty. The main entrance to the 
house is upon the north side. An arched 
alcove leads to the front door. 

The library opens from the main hallway 
and looks out toward the apex of the cape 
upon the bay. Mr. Cleveland, when not in 
his library or fishing, usually sits upon the 
piazza near the front entrance. Here he can 
read, smoke or write at his pleasure. 

The plazza facing the south is occupied 
mostly by the ladies of the household. It is 
here that Mrs. Cleveland sits and reads or 
busies herself with fancy work or entertains 
her ests. It is here that Baby Ruth 
usually takes her afternoon naps, cosily 
nestiedin her pretty wicker carriage. Her 
nurse sits near with her hand upon the 
carriage pushing it gently back and forth. 
In rainy weather Miss Ruth’s rides are con- 
fined to numerous tripsin her carriage upon 
the plazza around the house. In pleasant 
weather, the carriageis wheeled down upon 
the lawn and Miss Ruth is wheeied to where 
her pet calf is tied and sometimes a short 
distance along the avenue into the woods. 

Tothe right ofthe main entrance tothe 
house steps lead down tothe pler, where ‘'r,. 
Olevelana’s catboatis anchored. Upon the 
opposite side of the house a plaster 
walk, raised high enough to be 
out of the way ot high tides, 
leads along the shore 200 feet toward the 
woods where the bathing-house is located. 
This house isa small one, having two com- 
partments. From the  bathing-house a 
raised walk runs out into the water a 
short distance. The water in  Buz- 
gard’s Bay is too cold for bathing 
at present. 

HOW THEY LIVE. 

Mrs. Cleveland will take a daily plunge in 
the surf. The daily life of the occupants of 
ache Gables is simple. Mr. and Mrs. Oleve- 
land usually rise at 8 o’clock and breakfast 
at9. After breakfast Mr. Cleveland usually 
devotes a short time to his correspondence. 
Then he dons his fishing clothes, as he calls 
them, a suit of yellow cotton cloth that 
has stood the trials of many a fishing jaunt, 
ana goes fishing. An old colored man sails 
the coat, while Mr. Cleveland devotes his 
time in watching the hook and iine, with 
which he is an adept. The fishing excur- 
sion usually iasts until 1 o’clock, when 
Mr. Cleveland returns home tolunch. If he 
has been successful on his fishing journey, 
fish forms an important part of their dinner. 
An afternoon siesta of an hour or two follows 
lunch, and then Mr. Oleveland is peasy to 
te smoke or Osh, as the Qumor seizes

The 
Boston Globe points out that it is now re- 
garded as rather undignified for a man of 
established professional standing in law or 
medicine to advertise his calling,and leading 
medical associations have in some cases 
actually voted to biacklist regular phvysi- 
clans who advertise. Upon the Journal's | 
files 1832, however, are founda the 
advertise ments of some of the 
leading lawyers and physicians of the day. 
In the matter of what are sometimes called 
sensational advertisements, the advertiser 
of three-score years ago is found to have re- 
sorted to every art which picture and lian- 

uage could supply to makehis notice at- 

ractive. One amusing ‘‘ad’’ setting forth 
the virtues of bear’s grease as a hair restorer 
is embellished with a gomical pictureofa 
bear, while scattered about numerously are 
gems like the following: 

James H. Howe, renovater of beanty and high 
priest of taste and fashion, cuts, curis and shaves 
ry taste and care. And to bald heads restores the 

air. 

The advertisement further declares that 
the aforesaid James Howe hasa ‘‘Capillary 
Pabulum’’ which ts certain to produce a lux- 
uriant hirsute crowth where formerly nota 
hair was to seen. As for the relative 
standards of New England morality as dis- 
piayedinthe newspaper advertisements of 
sixty years ago and those of to-day, the fol- 
lowing samples from a single issue of the 
journal speak for themselves:

modern advertiser that was not practiced to 
the utmost capacity of the means at hand in 
those olden days. Yet there will probably al- 
ways be people try'ng to demonstrate that 
we have sadly degenerated from the moral 
standards of our forefathers.

LIME IN THE SALIVA.

Contents of the Mouth Always 
Remain Alkaline. 


From the Phhiladelphia Record. 

A series of observations has been mede by 
a Russian physician to determine the quan- 
tity of limeinthe saliva. In perfectly nor- 
mal cases from2to 8 percent of lime was 
found, there being more a few hours 
after a meal than either just before 
or just after it. <A rise of body tem- 
perature, too, appeared to cause an in- 
crease inthe amountof lime. When any of 
the teeth were affected by caries the lime In- 
creased to from3to5 percent. It did not

appear to matter whether only one tooth or. 


several were affected. The lime evidently 
was not dissolved from the teeth, for in 
three-quarters of an hour during which the 
secretion was collected for analysis, the ut- 
most thatcould have been dissolved from 
= teeth was too small to be detected chemi- 
cally. 

Again, it was found thata still larger pro- 
portion of lime occurred In the saliva of per- 
sons who had lost all their teeth, in whom it 
contained frométo¥per cent. No definite 
explanation could be given as to the cause of 
the variationin the amount of lime, bat it 
was sUggested that nervous influences prob- 
ably playa not unimportant part in its se- 
cretion. 


A NEW ELEMENT. 


in a Mineral 
Egypt. 


From the Philadelphia Record. 

It is reported that a new element has been 
recognized ina mineral foundin Egypt by 
Johnson Pasha in 1890. This mineral, first 
called ‘‘Johnsonite,’’ butafterward masrite, 
consists mainly of aluminum, manganese, 
cobaltand iron, in combination with. sul- 
phuricacid. It digsolves in water,and yields 
on treatment with sulphuretted hydrogen in 
an acetic acid solutiona white precipitate, 
from which a pure hydroxide was prepared. 

The element masrium contained in this was 
found tahavean atomic weight of 228. The 
free metal has not been obtained, neither has 
any vapor density been determined,nor spec- 
troscopic examination made. The periodic 
law of Newlands and Mendeleef indicates, 
however, an element of atomic weight 225 in 
the family containing glucinum, strontium 
and barium.

_ Burzanrp's Bar, June 2.—From the platform 
of the railway station at Buzzard Bay can be 
geen the verandas and gabled roofs of Gray 
@abies, the summer home of Mr. Cleveland. 
Directly across the arm of the bay the cottage 
se is only a mile distant, but by the nearest 
_  @riveway itis four miles. The little village 
of Bugsard’s Bay where Mr.Cleveland gets his 
mall is fully as intesesting a study as Gray 
@abdies itself. There are a few handsome 
summer villasin the neighborhood, but the 
village itself numbers only 300 people. 

It is atypical New England hamlet, made 
Up of the homes of small farmers, fishermen, 
railroad employes and a few tradesmen. 

Where is a school-house and a rosy-cheeked 
schoolmarm, a smal! village hall, but no 
churches. It has two grocery stores, at 
which you can buy anything you wish, from 
aclothes-pin toa suit of clothes. The soda 

‘fountain and the kerosene-can stand side by 
side, while the ice cream department and 
the molasses barre] are close neighbors. 
Whe menwho keep the stores are satisfied 
with small profits, and if you ask foran 
article they have not in stock they will 
assure you that they ordered that particular 
article yesterday and it is certain to arrive 
onthe next train. 

The post-office is in the corner of one of the 
stores. Itisasmall compartment, presided 
over by a damsel who eyes you with wonder 
if you happen to receive more than one letter 
@ week. 
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THE VILLAGE BARBER. 

Years ago, tradition says, there was a ne- 
gro at Buzzards Bay who acted as village 
barber, but business was too quiet, even for 
a Southern negro, so he left. Long hair 
and full beards became the style, uatil 
finally a worthy trackman on the Old 
Colony Raliroad purchased an outfit and 
mow after he has tramped over ties for 
twelve consecutive hours he hones his razor 
and stiaves those whoare willing. His office 
isinthe kitchen, where he has arrangeda 
Darber’s chair. During the shaving process 
he willtell youthat Joe Jefferson and John 
‘MeCullough have been shaved by him. 
Grover Cleveland, hethinks, 1s too high- 
toned to be shaved by an ordinary barber. 
Perhaps this is the reason why, he 
will tell you that Mr. Cleveland 
isnot popular with all his neighbors and is 
mot likely to poll a very heavy vote in 
Buzzard Bay. 

~ | Until twelve years ago the village and bay, 
chare called now Buzzard’s Bay, were 
as Cohassette Narrows. But there is 
another Cohasset in Massachusetts and when 
a visitor made a mistake and went tothe 
wrong place an indignation meeting was 
held by the villagers and the name was 
changed. The present title, it is said, was 
Suggested by Capt. Whittier, who has a cot- 
tage here. There may have been buzzards 
here long ago, but the older inhabitants have 
mever seen them. 
JEFFERSON'S PRETTY HOME. 

Half a mile tothe northwest of tne railway 
station is theestate of Joseph Jefferson, the 
actor and intimate friend and fellow fisher- 
manofMr. Cleveland. The estate extends 

several hundred acres, most entirely 
land. ‘His country residence is reached 
by a handsome driveway through the woods. 

The cottage is at the headof Buzzard’s Bay 
and is located 200 feet above the water. It is 
built of stone with mosaic trimmings. Broad 
verandas extend around those portions of the 
house which overlook the bay. It is a much 
prettier place than Gray Gables on the ex- 
terior. The interioris richly adorned with 
rugs, valuable paintings and . bric- 
a-brac which Mr. Jefferson has 
collected during his travels. Here the vet 
eran actor spends his time when he is not 
at the Cleveland cottage oron the bay fish- 
ing with Mr. Cleveland.

THE CLEVELAND PROPERTY. 

Amile andahalf eastward of Buzzard’s 
Bay is the village of Bourne, formerly known 
in the post-office directory as Monument. 
The road to Bourne, as wellas those which 
traverse the broad sand’s expanse off the 
heel of Cape Cod, are tolerably good although 
somewhat soft. A dense undergrowth of 
scrub oaks and ancient cedars fringe the 
highways. Neat cottages stand a little way 
back from the road, and pretty little 
maidens in primitive attire gaze wondering- 
ly on the strangers who pass by in unwonted 
numbers at the present time. You 
cross the Monument River on a low wooden 
bridge leaving an old weather-stained church 
on your left, and soon after crossing the 
Faemouth branch ofthe old colony railroad 
you plunge into the dense thickets that de- 
fine the border of Mr. Cleveland’s property. 

There are 101% acres attached to Gray 
Gables. The topography is irregular, gentile 
rises ulternating with gentle depressions 
over the entire surface. The shape is that 
ofa triangle, the apex jutting into an arm of 
Bugzard’s Bay, and the mansion is located 
100 feet from the extremity. The Faemouth 
branch describes the base of the tri- 
angie, With the exception of a dozen 
acres surrounding the house the estate is 
entirely woodland. Mr. Cleveland was @- 
duced to look at Gray Gables by his old 
friend, Joseph Jefferson, and he was s0 
pleased with it that he immediately bought 
it. It is supposed that he paid nearly $10,000 
for it. 

There are many oyster bedsin the vicinity 
of Buzzard’s Bay and when Mr. Cleveland 
bought Gray Gables there was a large bed 
upon his property owned by a fisherman liv- 
ing nearthe Bay. It is said Mr. Cleveland 
paid $1,000 to have the oyster bed removed. 

Under the evergreen trees that abound the 
earth is covered with a soft carpet of pine 
leaves. Birds chirp among the branches and 
you will frequently start a flock of quail. Mr. 
Cleveland preserves his property carefully, 
and no one is allowed to shoot without au 
thority, which is very rarely given. As a re- 
sult of his humanity the birds revel in the 
woods, building their nests unmolested by 
climbing boys and undisturbed by the gun of 
the hunter. 

The old rood leading through the property, 
which was made by the Tudor family, has 
been in part abandoned by Mr. Cleveland, 
He has constructed a shorter cut and has 
widened the former carriageway. Since ear- 
ly spring a number of men with teams have 
been excavating and filling so that as soon as 
the ground becomes solid the approach to the 
Cleveland house will be a wide avenue through 
the dense forest, with graceful curves and oc- 
casional glimpses of Buzzard’s Bay. No at- 
tempt has been made to clean up the under- 
brush in the wood or in any way to 
mar the natural beauty. The stables are 
several hundred feet from the cottage near the 
woods. The building, exceptfor its size, is 
fullas pretentious looking as Gray Gables 
itself. 

Near by the stables is a smaller house, 
whichisthe homeof Baby Ruth’s pet calf 
and the Jersey cow which supplies the milk 
for the Cleveland household, In pleasant 
weather the calfistied up on a Knoll near 
the stables where it runs about and licks the 
hands of the visitors whoare certain to pay 
marked attention to Baby Ruth’s big-eyed 
pet. 
Mr. Cleveland keeps four horses. South of 
the stables, a short distance away, is a tall 
tower, onthe topof which is a large reser- 
voir, surmounted bya wind-mill. This mill 
supplies the waterto Mr. Cleveland’s house. 

GRAY GABLES ITSELF. 

A near approach to the Cleveland cottage 
dispels the illusion that it is an extensive 
residence. It is a plain wooden cottage, a 
story anda half high, with broad verandas 
upon allsides, It was built more for comfort 
than beauty. The main entrance to the 
house is upon the north side. An arched 
alcove leads to the front door. 

The library opens from the main hallway 
and looks out toward the apex of the cape 
Bpos the bay. Mr. Cleveland, when not in 
his library or fishing, usually sits upon the 
piazza near the frontentrance. Here he can 
read, smoke or write at his pleasure. 

The piazza facing the south is occupied 
mostly by the ladies of the household. Itis 
here that Mrs. Cleveland sits and reads or 
busies herself with fancy work or entertains 
her mpg oe It is here that Baby Ruth 
usually takes her afternoon naps, cosily 
nestiedin her pretty wicker carriage. Her 
nurse sits near with her hand upon the 
carriage pushing it gently back and forth. 
In rainy weather Miss Ruth’s rides are con- 
fined to numerous tripsin her carriage upon 
the piazza around the house. In pleasant 
weather, the carriageis wheeled down upon 
the lawn and Miss Ruth is wheeied to where 
her pet calf is tied and sometimesa short 
distance along the avenue into the woods. 

Tothe right ofthe main entrance tothe 
house steps lead down tothe pler, where /'r, 
Olevelana’s catboatis anchored. Upon the 
opposite side of the house a plaster 
walk, raised high enough to be 
out of the way ot high tides, 
leads along the shore 200 feet toward the 
woods where the bathing-house is located. 
This nouse isa small one, having two com- 
partments. From the  bathing-house a 
raised walk runs out into the water a 
short distance. The water n uZz- 
gard’s Bay is too cold for bathing 
at present. 

HOW THEY LIVE. 

Mrs. Cleveland will take a daily plun in 
the surf. The daily life of the occupants of 
Gray Gables is simple. Mr. and Mrs. Oleve- 
land usually rise at 8 o’clock and break!frnrst 
at9. After breakfast Mr. Cleveland usually 
devotes a short time to his correspondence. 
Then he dons his fishing clothes, as he calls 
them, a suit of yellow cotton cloth that 
has stood the trials of many a fishing jaunt, 
and goes fishing. An old colored man sails 
the coat, while Mr. Cleveland devotes his 
time in watching the hook and line, with 
which he is an adept. The fishing excur- 
sion usually iasts until 1 o’clock, when 
Mr. Cleveland returns home tolunch. If he 
has been successful on his fishing journey, 
fish forms an important part of their dinner. 
An afternoon siesta of an hour or two follows 
lunch, and then Mr. Oleveland is ready to 
oa smoke or Osh, as the \umor seizes 


His poping costume of course has been dis. 
carded and Mr. Cleveland appears in a pep- 
per-and-salt mixed suit. Onceina while he 
will take a short drive in the afternoon, 
but he cares more for sailing in his 
boat than he does for driving. Joseph 
Jefferson and his sons often ccom- 
on his expeditions.

ughs with Baby Ruth and then the Cleve- 
land family retire. 

But few callers are received at G 
Gables. Mr. Cleveland is there for rest and 
recreation, and does not care to be disturbed, 
During the last few days he has necessarily 
received a good many, mostly representa- 
tives of leading papers. 

Mrs. Clevéiand spends the morning hours 
at her household duties. Baby Ruth takes up 
a good deal of time. After lunch she assists 
her husband in his correspondence if 
can.

People who 
think there is less modesty and reserve In 
these days in showing one’s wares to the best 
advantage than existed in former days learn 
from these com parisons that hu- 
man nature has not 

changed and that New 
readers sixty years ago were 
pleased with a bright, sparkling ‘‘ad’’ as 
they arenow, Asa matter of fact the stan- 
dard of modesty among advertisers is to-day 
in many respects far nicer than in 1832. The 
Boston Globe points out that it is now re- 
garded as rather undignified for a manof 
established professional standing in law or

medical associations have in some cases 
actually voted to blacklist regular phvysi- 
clans who advertise. 
fies 1832, however, are founda the 
advertise ments of some of the 
leading lawyers and physicians of the day. 
In the matter of what are sometimes called 
sensational advertisements, the advertiser 
of three-score years ago is found to have re- 
sorted to every art which picture and lian- 

uage could supply to makehis notice at- 
ractive. One amusing ‘‘ad’’ setting forth 
the virtues of bear’s grease as a hair restorer 
is embellished with a gomical picture ofa 
bear, while scattered about numerously are 
gems like the following: 

James H. Howe, renovater of beauty and high 
priest of taste and fashion, cuts, curls and shaves 
hey taste and care. And to bald heads restores the 

air. 


The advertisement further declares that 
the aforesaid James Howe hasa ‘‘Caplillary 
Pabulum’’ which ts certain to produce a lux- 
uriant hirsute ecrowth where formerly nota 
hair was to be seen. As for the relative 
standards of New Engiand morality as dis- 
piayed inthe newspaper advertisements of 
sixty years ago and those of to-day, the fol- 
lowing samples from a single issue of the 
journal speak for themselves:

What 
will such people think of the following vear- 
ing the name of one of the most honored of 
Rhode Island families, taken from the Jour- 
nal’s standard ‘‘ads’’ of 1832:

The plain fact as revealed in the examina-

ner of sensationalism resorted to by the 
modern advertiser that was not practiced to 
the utmost capacity of the means at hand in 
those olden days. Yet there will probably al- 
ways be people trying to demonstrate that 
we have sadly degenerated from the moral 
standards of our forefathers.

Contents of the Mouth Always

A series of observations has been mede by 
a Russian physician to determine the quan- 
tity of limeinthe saliva.

after a meal than either 
or just after it. A rise of body tem- 
perature, too, appeared to cause an in- 
crease inthe amountof lime. When any of 
the teeth were affected by caries the lime In- 
creased to from’3to5 percent. It did not 
appear to matter whether only one tooth or 
several were affected. The lime evidently 
was not dissolved from the teeth, for in 
three-quarters of en hour during which the 
secretion was collected for analysis, the ut- 
most thatcould have been dissolved from 
as teeth was too small to be detected chemi- 
cally. 

Again, it was found thata still larger pro- 
portion of lime occurred in the saliva of per- 
sons who had lost all their teeth, in whom it 
contained fromé6toY’per cent. No definite 
explanation could be given as to the cause of 
the variationin the amount of lime, bat it 
was suggested that nervous influences prob- 
aw A play a not unimportant part in its se- 
cretion. 


A NEW ELEMENT. 


in a Mineral Found in 


Egypt. 


From the Philadelphia Recora. 

It is reported that anew element has been 
recognized ina mineral foundin Egypt by 
Johnson Pasha in 1690. This mineral, first 
called ‘‘Johnsonite,’’ butafterward masrite, 
consists mainly of aluminum, manganese, 
cobaltand iron, in combination with sul- 
phuricacid. It digsolves in water,and yields 
on treatment with sulphuretted hydrogen in 
an acetic acid solutiona white precipitate, 
from which a pure hydroxide was prepared. 

The element masrium contained in this was 
found tahavean atomic weight of 228. The 
free metal has not been obtained, neither has 
any vapor density been determined,nor spec- 
troscopic examination made. The periodic 
law of Newlands and Mendeleef indicates, 
however, an element of atomic weight 225 in 
the family containing glucinum, strontium 
and barium.

THE DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATE FOR VICE- 
PRESIDEST. 


Why He Made a Young Man Postmaster in 
a Kentucky Village—The Partnership 
Potato Patch in McLean Oounty— 
Former Boom for the Presidency in 
Kickapoo—Personal Traits. 


BLOOMINGTON, Tll., June 25.—The fact that 
Adlai E. Stevenson has been made a vice- 
presidential candidate has led many people 
throughout Illinois to begin telling interest- 
ing incidents in which he has Ogured.

There 
was no railway connection between the two 
places. He and another speaker hunted 
up a man who had a horse 
and carriage and hired the rig to take them 
to their destination. A lad about 10 years old 
sat upon the carriage seatto show them the 
way. He was sucha sturdy little chap, and 
knew 50 well how to drive a horse, 
that they let him drive. After they 
had reached the town where they were to 
speak Mr. Stevenson offered the boy a dollar. 
The lad declined to take ft. Mr. Stevenson 
thought he was bashful and told the boy that 
he ought totake the money and Keep it, as 
his services were worth that sum. The little 
fellow drew himself up and with considerable 
dignity remarked: 

**I don’t want the money. It has beena 
pleasure to meto drive you over here andl 
won’t take any pay for it.’’ 

The boy could not be persuaded, and Mr. 
Stevenson, thanking him most heartily, 
bade him g000d night, and i taking 
his friend, the other speaker, went 
away tothe place where they were to talk 
to the voters. Years elapsed and the incl- 
dent passed from Stevenson’s recollection 
and he thought no more about the matter. 

One day while he was First Assistant Post; 
master-General, a tall, well-proportioned 
young man called upon himat his office in 
Washington. The stranger introduced him- 
self briefly and stated the errand upon which 
he had called. 

He said that he lived in Kentucky, and 
there was some trouble down there in his 
town over the Postmastership. ‘‘I own 
some property in the place,’’ related the 
young man, ‘‘and the post-office building 
adjoins it. Now, I understand 
that the man likely to be 
appointed Postmaster down there by you 
will use for his post-office a store quite a dis- 
tance from my property. If he does'that, as 
he basa right todo, it will injure my prop-

Northwest next November. Other People’s 
party advocates in Des Moines are also en- 
Phusiastic over the prospects.

It had 
been the opinion in People’s party circles 
that Weaver would bethe nominee for Presi- 
dent, but it begins now to look as though it 
may beGresham and some Southern man for 
second place. 

H. R. Wolcott, brother of the Colorado Sen- 
ator, is quoted as saying that ‘‘if Gresham Is 
hominated by the People’s party on a free 
Sliver platform he will undoubtedly carry 
Many of the Western States. Nevada is ready 
to jump to any party that deciares for free 
sliver and Idahois inthe same condition. 
My own S8state would certainly poll a 
Dig vote for a free silver candidate, par- 
ticularly for Judge Gresham. But person- 
ally icannot see what Republicans could 
gainbvy Votingfor afree silverthird party 
man this year. They would probably only 
succeed in throwing the election into the 
House, which would seat Cleveland. ’’ 

REPUBLICANS TROUBLED. 

New Yoru, June 25.—The prospect of Judge 
Valter Q. Gresham taking the nomination of 
the People’s party for President has had a 
Very disquieting effect on the Republican 
politicians in thiscity. Ex-Senator Sabin of 
Minnesota, who arrivedin town last night, 
voiced the general sentiment on the 
subject when he saidthat Judge Gresham’s 
Candidacy would endanger many of the 
Northwestern States to the Repubiicans. 
**] cannot bellieve,’’ he added, ‘‘that Judge 
Gresham wiliconsenttorun on the People’s 
party ticket.

STRAINED RELATIONS. 


DEMOCRATS WERE SNUBBED BY KANSAS THIRD 
PARTY MEN. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 25.—Now that the 
People’s party of Kansas has completed its 
State and Congressional tickets the Demo- 
crats of the State are beginning to send in 
their protests at being suubbed. In the Sev- 
enth, Fifth, First and Second districts there 
isan uprising which the State leaders, who 
are working tu secure an indorsement of the 
State ticket, find it impossible to control.

Iron League and the Housesmiths—Car- 
negie’s Men. . 


New York, June 25.—At the close of the 
da y’s work the members of the Iron League, 
in retaliation for a boycott by tne House- 
smiths’ Union, discharged all the house-~ 
smiths, but at the discharge they were told 
that alg housesmiths who are not union men 
or who will renounce thelr membership in 
the Knights of Labor will be re-employed on 
Monday morning. The number of house- 
smiths to be discharged by the members of 
the Iron League to-day is variously estimated 
at from 1,500 to 2,000. Imaddition to these, 
other employes, dependent on the house- 
smiths, to the number of about 5,000 will pro- 
bably be thrown gut of employment by the 
lock-out. Further complications are likely 
to occur ff the lock-out is enforced, resultin 
eventually in throwing 8,000 men out o 
work. Both sides appear to be equally de- 
termined, and a bitter struggle Is likely to be 
the outcome.

New YoOrK, June 25.—The news of the ap- 
pointment of receivers forthe East Tennes- 
see, Virginia & Georgia Ratiroad on the ap- 
plication of Gen. Thomas was a decided sur- 
prise to the controlling interest in the Rich- 
mond Terminal Co. When spoken to-day 
about his action Gen. Thomas said that com- 
plications ofthe Richmond Terminal affairs 
made it a necessity for a receivership for the 
East Tennessee, Virginia & Georgia Rallroad 
Oo, to be appointed to prevent the financial 
affairs of that company from becoming.so 
embarrassed as necessarily to Injure the 
property and securities. The bankruptcy of 
the Richmond Terminal Co., which ownsa 
large part ofthe Hast Tennessee company, 
prevented any appeal to the stockholders for 
support or direction at this time. The in- 
numerable changes inthe management dur- 
ing the last six months has destroyed the 
efficiency of the management and clouded 
the creditofthe company to such an extent 
as to make it absolutely necessary to secure 
for atime stability and confidence under the 
protection of the courts. 

Gen. Thomas further said that the Hast 
Tennessee property is sound and no re- 


some of the later issues of bonds mainly held 
by friends of the company, who can‘ be con- 
sulted and some arrangement made without 
re-organization. He said that sufficient 
means are on handto pay the accruing in- 
terest on all classes of bonds and that the 
court would be requested to authorize such 
payment.

Antonio Marre’s Murderers Convicted 
and Sentenced. 


CON RYAN GIVEN TEN YEARS, MURPHY 


TWO AND BALLARD SIX MONTHS. 
ay 


The Jury Reached a Decision After Short 
Deliberation—Bond Accepted for the 
Prisoners—Mow the Jury Voted—At- 
tempt to Make a Priest Reveal Marre’s 
Confession. 


The Marre murder trialis at an end. It 
terminated in the Criminal Court yesterday 


and last night the jury returned a verdict 


against the three defendants, Con Ryan, WI!1- 
liam Murphy and John Ballard. The testi- 
mony was all concluded before the Court 
took a recess for dinner at noon yesterday. 
The feature of the morning session was an 
attempt to get a priest to testify to state- 
ments made to him in the confessional. 

The witness was Rev. Joseph Shields 


of St. Lawrence O’Toole’s Parish. Re 
heard Marre’s confession, but did not ad- 
minister extreme unction. Marshall Mc- 
Donald, representing the State, objected to 
Father Shields’ testimony, claiming that it 
was not admissible. Gov. Johnson, in be- 
half of the defense, said that he 
wanted to show that Marre was ra- 


tienalafter he had made the alleged dying 


confession to his wifeand that he was not 
supposed to be ina ovine condition at that 
time, as evinced by the fact that his confes- 
sion was heard and extreme unction not ad- 
ministered. The testimony was admitted 
and the witness was then turned over to the 
State. 


Marshall McDonald asked the witness if 


Marre in his dying confession had stated that 
the injuries to his head were not made by 
the defendants, Father Shields declined to 
answer, Claimingthat the law did not re- 
ulre him to disclose the secrets of the con- 
essional. Mr. McDonald did not press the 
question. 

The only other evidence presented was doc 
umentary, consisting of the warrants issued 
forthe assauiton Marre and the record of 
the Coart of Criminal Correction, showing 
that Ballard was not a defendant inthe case 
in that court and that no preliminary exam- 
ination was had, the indictment against all 
three men being returned before the case was 
reached. Evidence had already been sub- 
mitted to the effect that Ryan was the only 
one of the three held by the Coroner. 

INSTRUCTIONS OF THE COURT. 

The instructions of the ~ourt to the jury 
were given shortly after 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon, the jury being informed that 
under the testimony presented they could 
find any one ortwo or all of the defendants 
guilty of murder in either the first or second 
degree, or of manslaughter in the third or 
fourth degree, or they could acquit all of 
them orany ofthem. Thestatement of An- 
tonio Marre that the injuries to his head had 
been inflicted by thethree defendants had 
been admitted in evidence as the 
dying statement of Marre, but as Mr. 
Marre’s evidence in regard to it 
was uncorroborated it should be 
accepted with caution by the jury. As re- 
gards the statement made by Defendant 
Ryan to the police officers that the cut on his 
face was made by Defendant Murphy inan 
attempt to hit Marre, it must not be consid- 
ered by the jury in weighing the evidence 
against Murphy, as this testimony was ada- 
missable only as affecting Ryan himself and 
the part betook in the encounter. 

The arguments of the lawyers to the jury 
consumed nearly five hours, or from twenty 
minutes after 2 until ten minutes after 7 
o’clock,and if all the attorneys in the case had 
spoken as was first intended, they would 

robably be talking yet. Col. John I, Martin, 

r. McGinniss, Circuit Attorney Clover and 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Bishop waived 
their right to address the jury, however, and 
so only three speeches were mace. 


ADDRESSING THE JURY. 
Mr. Marshall McDonald made the opening 
address and spoke forabout an hour and a 
half. He dwelt a longtime on what he con- 
sidered the facts in the case, establishing 


——— 
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in regard to Con Ryan’s statement impll- 
cating Murphy had been ruled out by the 
court as applicable to Murphy, the only 
other evidence connecting Murphy with the 
encounter was that of Mrs. Marre repeating 
what she claimed was the dying statement o7 
her husband, that his death wounis had 
been inflicted by Ryan, Murphy and Ballard. 
Neither Joho F. Kyan mor Mr. Houk, the 
two men in the saloon when the 
trouble began, Was certain that Murphy 
was there ano the barkeeper knew nothing of 
his own Knowledge, As Judge Hirzel had in- 
structed the jury, Mrs. Marre’s evidence on 
this point must be considered with caution, 
and the more so fromethe fact that Mrs, 
Marre had not testified at the Corofer’s in- 
quest that her husbandhad madea dying 
statementto her implicating the three de- 
fendants. 

The Governor intimated that this dying 
confession was an afterthought ofthe Marre 
family or their attorneys and that very little 
credence should be given it by the jury. 

Reviewing the evidence against Ballard, 
Gov. Johnson claimed that it was even 
weaker than that offered against Murphy, 
inasmuch as it had not been shown 
that he had ever been in 
Marre’s saloun or that he frequented 
the saloon of defendant Murphy’s father, 
across the street, or that he was an associate 
of Murphy and Ryan. There was absolutely 
nothing to connect him with the fatal en- 
counter except ‘irs. Marre’s statement of 
what her husband had told her. He expected 
the jury toacquit both Murphy and Ballard 
and knew they would do so, 

ADMITTED RYAN’S GUIL 

The Governor then came to tl hird part 
of his address and he surprised everybody by 
telling the jury that he did not expect an ac- 
quittal for Ryan. He admitted that Marre 
had received his death biow at the hands of 

and he did 
defend his client on 
of justifiable homicide. He aid, 
however, defend him against the charge of 
murder, either murder in the first degree or 
murder ithe second deuree, claiming that 
there had been no premeditation or delibera- 
tion on the part of Kkyanin attacking Marre 
or even any desire to kill him. It was merely 
a case of mansiaughter inthe fourth degree, 
or, at most, one of manslaughter in the third 
degree. The Governor claimed that Marre 
was not hit with a chair at all, but was 
knocked down and that his head struck the 
chair in falling. * 
THE CLOSING ADDRESS. 

The closing address was made by Mr. Thos. 
Harvey forthe State, the gentleman speak- 
ing foran hourand a quarter. He claimed 
that a case of at least murder inthe second 
degree had been made out against all three 
defendants, and that it made no ditverence 
who wielded the chair or which of the three 
gave Marre his death biow. If they were all 
present andtwoofthem aided and abetted 
the third in his assault on Marre, 
they were equally guilty with him, 
although neither of the twe struck 
ablow. He claimed that while the state- 
ment of Con Ryan that the cut on his face was 
made by Murphy had been ruled out as ap- 
plring to Murphy, it was, nevertheless, ad- 
missible in other respects and was cor- 
roburative of Mrs. Marre’s testimony regard- 
ing her husband’s dying statement, Gov. 
Johnson took exception to this claim of Mr. 
Harvey and will make this one of his grounds 
for a new trial,

It was 10:15 o’clock last night when the 
jury inthe Marre murder case filed into the 
Criminal Court and handed their verdict to 
Judge Hirzel, before whom the case had been 
trieu. A deathiike stillness prevailed as the 
Judge took the three papers handed him, 
which was not broken until the Judge bad 
glanced over each of them. ‘*There 
is an informality,’’ said he, ‘‘in two of 
these verdicts. Where you say murder 
in the third and murder in the fourth degree, 
l suppose you meant matisiaughter in the 
ihird and fourth degree, The other verdict is 
worded correctly. Retiré, gentlemen, and 
correct the mistake.’’ 

The jury were taken back to their room and 
ina coupie of minutes returned and handed 
the Judge the papers again. This time the 
court was satisiied with the wording of the 
papersand the verdicts were read out by 
Ulerk Joseph Judge. Con Ryan was 
found gulltye of surder in the _ sec- 
ond degree and his punishment fixed at 
ten years in the penitentiary. William 
Murphy was found oeisy of manslaughter in 
the third degree and was given two years in 
the penitentiary.

Capt. Borup Accused of Buying Plans of

AND PLACING THEM IN THE HANDS OF 
THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE. 


The Story Now Told by the Clerk Greiner 
ofthe French Navy Department—Min- 
ister Coolidge Investigating the Matter 
~Borup Is Military Attache of the 
American Legation in Paris—He Denies 
the Charge.

taly, declares that Capt. Henry D. Borup of 

the Ordnance Department of the’ United 

States army, who is the military attache of 

the American Legation here, bought plané of 

the defenses and communicated them to 
Germany and Italy. 

Mr. Coolidge, the American Minister, has 
written a formal letter to Capt. Borup in re- 
gard to the charge made against ‘him -by 
Grenier. . 

Capt Borup deniesthat he communicated 
anything to Germany or Italy. He will not 
say whether or not hesentthe documents to 
Washington. Headmits that Grenier gave 
him certain documents. His response to 
Mr. Coolidge’s demand foran explanation is 
an emphatic protest against the charge that 
he communicated anything to Germany or 
Italy. . 

Mr. Coolidge bas communicated Capt. 
Borup’s protest to M. Ribot, Minister of For- 


eign Affairs. 
GREINER’S CONFESSION. 

When first taken into custody Greiner 
confessed that in return for bribes 
paid’ to him by Germany and italy 
he has supplied to the _ authorities 
of those countries plans of the cuast defenses 
of France. It appears from Greiner’s first 
rtatement that he furnished Italy fall de- 
tails ofthe defenses on the Mediterranean, 
including the plans, so far as completea, for 
additional fortifications to protect the har- 
bor of Toulon, concerning which the Italian 
nevalauthorities have evinced great inter- 
est. Germany paid Greiner liberally for the 
plans of the defenses of Cherbourg, Havre 
and Brest. 

The revelation of Greiner’s treachery has 
Caused great consternation at French head- 
Quarters, asthe most jealous care has been 

_ preserved to prevent foreigners from taking 
sketches, either of the interior or the coast 
defenses of France, and the military and 
naval authorities, as well asthe police, are 
under strict instructions to be vigilant in 
enforoing the regulations tn this respect. 

Itappearstbhat espoinage bas of late been 
so difficult thatthe war and admiralty ofmi- 
cers at Berlin and Rome bave nearly aban- 
doned that method as fruitless of satisfac- 
tory results and addressed themselves strict- 
ly to corrupting a subordinate who had all 
the plans within reach. Suspicion has been 
Girected toward Grein vr for som? time, but it 
was not until within a few days that suspl- 
cion became certainty. 

THK FIRST PROOF. 

It is understood that an: intercepted letter 
from Berlin gavethe French authorities the 
proof for which they have been looking, 
Greiner was at once arrested and subjected 
to a severe examination. He was told that it 
rested with the authorities whether he should 
be prosecuted on a charge of treason and 
brought to the guillotine, or should be prose- 
cuted on the milder charge of revealing State 
secrets, Witha term of imprisonment asa 
penalty. 

Greiner broke down, and although, it is 
claimed, no promise was made to him to con- 
fess, he acknowledged the extent to which he 
had betrayed the interests of France to Ger- 
many and Italy. practically laying bare to 
those two countries the secrets which France 
has most jealously guarded. It is said that 
Gen. Berault, of the War Department, was 
called in during the examination and was so 
enraged at Greiner’s confession tbat he could 
with difficulty be restrained from striking 
him with his sword. Itis stated that the 
plans for the improvement of Touton de- 
fenses will probably be change and that al- 
terations will be made at other points so as 
to render Greiner’s revelations of as IHittie 
value as possible to the triple alliance. 

_ While the French Government Is indignant at 
the course of Germany and Italy in invading 
the very bureaus of the national administra- 
tion in order to receive information inju- 
rious to France, it is not likely that 
any remonstrance will be pre 

sented, as the French themselves 
have recently proven in the case ofan En- 
glishman named Hoddern to have paid sums 
of money for plans of the defersesof Malta, 
and to have offered more money for plans or! 

Gibraltar. Besides it is well known that 
numerous spies in the employment of France 
frequent the German garrisous near the 


frontier.

LETTER FROM LEO.

He Writes to Archbishop Corrigan on 
the Faribault Decision. 


THE CONCLUSION WAS IN NO WAY IN- 
FLUENCED BY THREATS. 


The Report That the Vatican Had Been 
Apprised of a Probable Rupture Denied 
by His Holiness—A Most Statesman- 
like Epistle From Rome—Religious 
News. 


The Pope has taken advantage ofa com- 
munication addressed to him by Archbishop 
forrigan of New York and his suffragans to 
pass finally upon the true meaning of the 
famous dictum in the decision on the Fari- 
bault school system, ‘‘it can be tolerated.’’ 
The Pope has replied at length in a letter 
over his own nameto the eplistle addressed 
from the archiepiscopal palace of New York 
when all the bishopsof the dlocese of New 
York were gathered there at the consecration 
of Bishop O’Donnell of Brooklyn. The letter 
has been recently published in the Roman 
papersandacopy of it was forwarded to 
Archbishop Ireland at Paris. ‘The letter is 
important because it indicates that the 
papacy was obliged to offer a final and full 
commentary on the famous decision 
of the commission of Cardinais to 
allay the agitation which grew ten fold when 
the discussion was made public. The ancient 
dictum, ‘‘Rome has spoken andthe case is 
ended,’’ was forgotten in the present in- 
Stance by both sides to the controversy. 

The letter assumes additional importance 
because it is directed to Archbishop Corrigan, 
whose hostility to Archbishop Ireland’s 
scheme has been very pronounced, and who 
has been, in fact, the head and front of the 
strong element which has antagonized His 
Grace of St. Paul. 

THE POPE’S LETTER. 

The letter makes many statementsand ex- 
planations which, coming from the Pope 
some time after the matter had been officially 
settied, betrays the uneasiness which the 
continued discussion has caused inthe high- 
est circles. 

It wlll be noted thatthe Pope incidentally 
enters into a defense of Archbishop Ireland, 
which is indeed a logical consequence of the 
motives which produced the letter. 

After the usual greeting the Pope says: 


We wish that our letter should be not only a testi- 
mony of ear peterael love for you, but also a proof of 
our solicitude for the faithful inhabiting that vast 
region of the United States of North America, 
which owing tothe growth of the Catholic religion 
there is a source of joy tous at present, an’ holds 
out hopes ofa still more gratifying sta.e of affairs in 
the future. This soliciiude has not, indeed, 
ailowed us to be free from anxiety in view of 
the controversies and disputes which recently arose 
there and were carried on aith warmth in conse- 
quence of the arrangement made between your ven- 
erabie brother, the Archbishop of St. Paul, and the 
city authorities with regardto two of the many 

arochial schools which he had, with great zeal, 

ounded in his dioecese. It is not surprising if in 
the heat of this unfortunate controversy false state- 
ments were reported astrue, and if public rumor 
swelled what was merely +4 

of imagination. We were. seriously 

in connection with this affair, for 

had not turned our attention to it in due time it was 
to be feared that there would be an interruption, or, 
to a certain extent,an entire cessation of that perfect 
agreementof mind aud harmony of genera! action 
which it behooves the bishops sedulousiy to main- 
tain and which we endeavor to promote in every way 
and by all the means inour power. Wherefore, 
mindfulof ourcharge. which demands thatin dis- 
putes co! cerning subjects in which it pertains to our 
ministerium to take cognizance and pass judgment, 
we should weighaill things maturely and ina spirit 
altogether removed from party bias. We haveen 
deavoredin this disposition to examine the case, 
which the Archbishop submitted ‘io us,afirming that 
he wouid readily and fully obey our decision, what- 
everit might be, a declaration which certainly re- 
dounds to his credit and which we could not fail to 
commend most highly. Having taken diligent care 
that the real facts of the case should be most fully 
laid bare, and that the force ofthe arguments put 
forward on each side should be correctly 
estimated, apa having, beside, appointed a 
special commission of Cardinals chosen from 
tne Council of Propaganda, who devoted themselves 
with particuiar care to the study of this matter, we 
determined thatthe question proposed to us shou'd 
be settled by the reply which our beloved son, the 
Cardinal Prefectof the same sacred cou:cil, tas by 
our or ler notified to the bishops of the United States 
of North America. 

Tocome more closely to whatcaused you anxiety 
of mind and moved yvouto write to us, we desire to 
assure you that nobody influenced that decision by 
inspiring the fearthat vexationand trouble would 
ensue for the Catholics ifwe had condemned what 
had been done by the Archbishop of St. Paul 
with regard te the schoolsinthe districts of Fari- 
bault and Stillwater. As neither that venerable 
brother nor anybody else made mention ofthis dan- 
ger, itisclear that a false public rumor gave rise to 
the report which led oy totakea quite unfounded 
and ircorrect view. In truth, we have, in the ex- 
amination and judgment of this cause, been mindful 
and extremely careful of the decrees of parochial 
schools, which, by the previous direction of this 
apostolic see, Were adopied atthe synods of Baliti- 
more. Indeed, wedesire that these decrees should 
be faithfully observed, but, as in the case 
of all general laws, if any special 
and unexpected circumstances arise equity sugg est 
thatan arrangement departing somewhat from the 
letter of the law may be twlerated. We readily un- 
derstand that thisis what has happened; hence we 
have felt that the case in question was to be decided 
with moderation and prudence rather than by the 
rigor of the law. Moreover, amongst the Bishops of 
your country whom we have known intimately aod 
whose views have been laid before us when they 
have come to visit us, éhere was scarcely a sing!e one 
who appeared to entertain a doubt as to the doctrine 
of the church with respecttothe schools in which 
Catholic children should be taught. 


The letter proceeds to impress upon Arch- 
bishop Corrigan the ardent desire of the Pope 
that at the next meeting of Bishops the prel- 
ates should strive to andthe best methods to 
educate Catholic youths. A passage follows 
which clearly shows that the Pope is anxious 
to have the prelates take a certain positive 
interest in the public schools. It Is as fol- 
lows: 

Wealsodesire that you should strive that those 
who are at the head of public affairs in the various 
States, recognizing that nothing is more advantage- 
ous to the country than reiigion, should by the 

ssing of wise laws provide that the teaching in 
the public schools, maintained at the pubiic cost, of 
which the Catholles bear their share, should con- 
tain nothing that wounds their conscience or offends 
their religion, 

THE LETTER CONOLUDES. 


Meanwhile returning to that withjwhich we set out, 
we are sure that afier this letter has been rea there 
will remain in your minds no cause of sadness, noth- 
ing that is hurtful tothem or that can produce in 
them even the smailest cloud. Un the contrary itis 
certain that you will daily becom® more and more 
closely united by the bonds of perfect charity with 
us,and with all your venerable brethren whose 
fatheriand is the same as yours, who 
are engazed in the same pastoral work, 
and all of whom we eauelly embrace in our good 
will. Have one heart and one soul, and with 
wer increased by harmony, continue to labor with 
alacrity for the glory of God and the salvation of 
souls, In order that your labors may bear the vreater 
fruit we beg for you the favorable assistance of the 
Most High, and as a pledge of that assistance we im- 
part the apostolic benediction lovingly in the Lord 
to you, venerabie brethren, aod to the clergy and 

ted to your care. 

Given at St. Peter’s, Rome, onthe 24th May,1892, 
the fifteenth year of our pontificate.

A Fat Negro Who Had Four Wives, One 
of Them Black. 

New YORK, June 25.—The strangest funeral 
that the Bowery has seen for many aday was 
heldat No. 6 Doyers street yesterday. At 
noona queer crowd had gathered to look 
upon Tom Clark for the last time. A few 
lines out of a song book were read by one of 
the mourners and the body was put in the 
hearse. In the first carriage were Clark’s 
three wives. There is a fourth wife, but she 
had tow@glk. ‘‘Ready Money’’ Clark, as he 
was known the length of the Bowery, sang 
and played the guitar in free and easy dance 
halls. lle was a tall, fat negro, 
blacker than night. He had 


four bona fide wives. Three were 

white women and the fourth was of his own 
coscr. He was actually married to all these 
women, and was werful enough to makea 
successful fight whenever he brought homea 
new wife. The colored wife was the one who 
did not geta ride to Greenwood yesterday. 

Just before the procession moved away one 
of the white widows told Bessie Peter Jack- 

son Clark that someone wanted tosee her up- 
stairs. They locked herin a room alter she 
went up, and when she had broken the door 
the funeral hada half mile the start. The 
white wives are known as Maud, Lillie and 
Gipsie ; in the carriage with them a tall negro 
rode. He went with them to prevent 
a fight and to we —peace in 
the bereaved Clark family. When he 
returned to Doyer street at night his eyes 
were swollen, his coat was torn and he had 
only balf ahat. Hecouild not pacify all the 
grief-stricken widows. The/ funeral proces- 
sion hada hard timé in getting out of Doyer 
street, and the cr oked little thoroughfare 
was choked with a motley cyowd. The crowd 
jeered atthe wives, and séveral hot fights 
were tiarrowly averted. Two LItallans were 
about to engagein a rough-and tumble when 
a young tough yelled out: ‘*‘Break away, 
there; do youse wanter scrap an’ poor 
Clarkie right der in de tailahoo?’’ 

Thursday night there was a horrible wake 
over the body of Tom Clark. The cefemonies 
began with a game of forfeits, and the one 
that had the most forfeits had to kiss the 
corpse. All night long the lowest kind of 
debauchery was carried on in the room with 
the dead. Early in the morning the cheap 
whisk y and beer began to affect the viie 
crowd and they became ugly. Maud, Lillie 
and Gipsie got into a squabble and Maud said 
she marrie4 Clark first. 

**Dat’s all right,’’ put in Lillie, ‘*he did not 
care for you, or he would not a married me.’’ 

Gipsie declared that Clark loved her more 
than all the others put together, and the col- 
ored wife had something to say: A rough 
and tumbie fight was indulged in by the four 
wives, and in the scramble the coffin was 
knocked tothe floor. The dead body par- 
tially rolled out, but the fight was not 
stopped. These debased creatures continued 
their drunken orgy untilsome of the neigh- 
bors stopped them. The coffin was then 
placed in its right position, and the rest of 
the night was quiet.

MODERN DECORATIONS, 


New Methods of Treating Walls—Fashions 
in Ladies’ Desks. 

Lace curtains are now being made of simple 
muslin, with ruffles or lace borders and 
edges. They are the latest nvuvelties and 
may be made very prim and neat, or elab- 
orate in the extreme, according tothe char- 
acter of the ruffling. We don’t suppose, says 
the Upholsterer, that the style will last long. 
It is a fad like the Rhine’ stone 
decoration fad which every one tried 
to adopt about two years ago, when 
the Vanderbilts had 3,000 Rhine stones intro- 
duced into the decorations oftheir drawing: 
room. The effect was simply bewlldering 
but it cost too much and the fad stoppe 
where it started. With these ruffled curtains 
it willbe the same way, they will run so 
ra pidly into money that before long they will 
be entirely out. 

In papering a room itis well to remember: 
1. Thata room having a cold north light 
should be furnished in warm colors, and that 
a dark room should be clothed in glaring or 
sharp light shades. 

2. That borders of any kind lessen by 
sharply defining the corners of a room the 
apparent size of a room. 

3, in a small room small patterns should be 
used. 

4. Lines running from ceilingto floor give 
the effect of height, while lines running 
around the room lessen the effect of height. 

For several years it has been regarded as 
proper to furnish a room with a pattern run- 
ning up to the cove, sometimes with a dado 
and frieze, and sometimes not, but invari- 
ably with the celling either ofa plain tintor 
a daintier pattern; but now all prece- 
dents are thrown aside and some of the most 
effective chambers are furnished by running 
adado toa chair height, finishing witha 
moulding and carrying a plain paper up to 
within twelve inches of the cove. The ceil- 
ing ts covered with a design paper, The 
cove is plain like the wali, and below the 
cove, running down twelve inches, isa con- 
tinuation ofthe celling design; this givesa 
canopy effect, whichis now much in vogue, 

‘*‘we have,’’ said a well-known decorator 
recently, ‘‘more calls than ever for dados; 
people find asa rule that their paper wears 
poorly around the lower part of the walls, 
and to economize they frequently putupa 
new. dado only, the rest of the wall serving 
for a while longer,’’ 

Furnished, however, with a good substan- 
tialdado, it is an easy matter to Keep the 
walls in good condition, for should the upper 
portion become soiled, it can be easily re- 
dressed at a very trivial cost. 

One takes care of the walls now-a-days 
much asa man replenishes his wardrobe; his 
coatand vestareall right and he gets new 
trousers, or vice-versa. 

People put 25-cent paper on the wall proper 
and $8 a roll dados, and the effect Is all right, 
and where the dado 1s of a washable kind it 
will last for years, while new effects can be 
produced, spring or fall, by merely repaper- 
ing the six or eight feet Of Space between the 
frieze and the dado. 

If there’s any one piece of furniture thas 
has tuken a boom during the past three yearr 
it’s the lady’s desk. Mme. De Genlis, a cleve 
woman orthe last century, was under the 
impression that she was the first woman to 
possess a writing-desk; and she says, in her 
memoirs, that as soon as she had one, ail 
the other women followed suit. She was mis- 
taken, however, for at the Cluny Museum in 
Paris there is a curious old desk that once be- 
longed to Marie de Medici. 

However, the possession of a writing desk 
can be in nowlse regarded as indicating the 
possession of literary genius. Jambs Gordon 
Bennett for a long time got along with a bar- 
reihead, De Quincy wrote everytuing ona 
lap pad. Milton’s daughters wrote ona 
library table. Goldsmitu on a broad shelf on 
a rocking chair. In short, while the dainti- 
est of escritorial outfits are frequently used 
by the most liliterate folk, the orthodox man 
or woman of letters is quite indifferent to the 
good or bad tastefulness of his furniture. 

ihe most expensive desk that we know of 
is one that was soldat the Hamilton Palace 
about ten years ago for £9,450 ($46,068.75). It 
was used and owned by Marie Antoinette and 
is a mass of ormolu and lacquered work. It 
is only 5 feet high and 8 feet 7 inches wide. 

An exquisite bed-room, lately done in blue 
and silver, was furnished in maple, which is 
just now so exceedingly popular. The carpet 
of — gray and Diue was not fitted tothe 
walls, a space of fourteen inches being left 
around the room, The walis were hung with 
cretonne robin’s-egg blue,on which a pat- 
tern of silver daisies showed a charmin 
effect.

nd mossess, backed by a curtain suspended 
rom one of the rubber-tipped Fokler per- 
fection rods, which cling to stonework likea 
leech. Where the hearth may be covered 
with a rug a simple treatment is to 
merely close upthe aperture with a panel of 
either some central design of embossed wall 
paper ortapestrv properly framedand snugly 
fitted, Avoid frivolous draperies;. they may 
be permitted upon the mantel, Dut inthe 
hearth the design should be fittea for the 
main object, whichis simply to close upa 
useless aperture, andthe best form recom.- 
mends neatness, buta strict avoidance of all 
that is superfluous. 

A large arm-chair moved in frontof the 
fireplace serves every purpose, but of course 
a better form would be to have fitted a divan 
to barmonize with the wood-work of the 
mantel.

FORKS. 


The Origin of This Effeminate Piece of 
Finery. 

Forks aré articles of such common house- 
hold necessity tousthat we hardly realize 
that there wasa time, and not so long ago 
either, when forks were entirely unknown. 
A knife was used at the table to cut up food, 
but the food socut was afterwards conveyed 
by the fingerstothe mouth. Rich and poor 
alike were accustomed to this method, and 
so thought it perfectly correct. 

It was about the year 1600, and in the reign 
of James 1., when forks were first introduced 


into England, This ‘‘piece of refinement,’’ 
we are told, was derived fromthe Itallans. 
In a curious book of travels, published in the 
year 1611, the writer says: 

‘*T observed a custome in all those Itallan 
cities and townes through which I passed 
that Is not used in any other country that I 
saw in mytiavels. Neither do I think that 
any other nation in Christendome doth use 
it, but only Italy. The Italians, and also 
most strangers that are commorant in Italy, 
do alwales attheir meals use a little forke, 
when they cut their meate. For while with 
their knife, which they hold in one hand, 
they cut the meate out of the dish, they 
fasten their forke, which they hold in the 
other hand, upon the same dish. 

‘*This forme of feeding is generally inuse itn 
all Italy, their forkes being forthe most part 
made ofyron or steel, and some of silver, 
but those are used only by centiemen.’’ 

He woes on to speak enthustastically of this 
new ‘*‘forme of feeding’’ and to recommend 
it for its cleanliness and as giving ‘no 
occasion of offense unto the company.’’ He 
seems to have carried his ardor so r as to 
bring a ‘‘forke’’ home with him and attempt 
to introduce the ‘‘custome’’ into England. 
But it was generally taughed at as a mere 
‘‘effeminate piece of finery,’’ and it was long 
before the little instruments found their way 
into common use. 

Before the revolution in France it was cus- 
tomary, when a gentleman had been invited 
out to dinner, to send his servantin advance 
with bis knife, fork and spoon, Ifhe had no 
servant he carried them with him in his 
pocket. Some of the asan in certain 
parts of Germany and Switzerland to-day 
carry a case in thelr pockets containing a

To Remove Rust—How to Test the Oven 
For Baking Bread.

In cleaning polished steel never use emery 
paper. Powder bath brick very finely and 
make a paste witha little oil. Dip a plece of 
flannel into the mixture and rub the discol- 
ored spots with that. Then polish with a dry 
flannel clothand some whiting. If the rust 
is not removed by this the first time try 


it again. It is better to remember that in 
the case of steel knives and the like, an ounce 
of prevention of rust is worth a whole ton of 
emery powders and other cleansing, agents. 

To test the heat of the oven for bakin 
bread put your hand in, and if you can coun 
twenty rather rapidly itis coolenough. ‘the 
heat should be Kept as steady as possible, 
dying down only towards the last of the 
baking. Rolls require a more moderate heat 
than loaves, so that the best time to take 
them is when the heat is diminishing after 
loaf baking. . 

Knives should not be putin hot water, It 
injures the steel and loosens the handles. 
Wipe them witha damp cloth and then rub 
them with a damp flannel rag, which has 
been dip in scouring or kaoife powder.

The points which impress most people fm 
favor of cremation are its cleanliness and its 
cheapness. The New York Society cremates 
a body for $35, whether it be a millionaire’s 
ora pauper’s. Thiscertainly is not an ex- 
travagant price. 

The crematory at Fresh Pond is conven- 
fently piaced for New York City. Itisona 
slight elevation called Mount Olivet, at Bush- 
wick Junction, the first station from Long 
Island City, on the Long Island Raliroad. 

ltisa cool, breezy and rustic spot. The 
bullding itself is certainly nothing to boast of. 
it is a one-story structure of brick, with three 
or four long windows and a siender iron 
chimney rising fromthe roof, about twenty 
feet high. 

The bullding originally was built of white 
marble, with plated columns, and was of 
some architectural pretensions. It was two 
stories in height, but it became a ruin almost 
before it was quite finished. The famous 
blizzard cracked it all to pieces. 

A NEW CREMATORY. 

In a few weeks work wili be started ona 
new building for the Fresh Pond Crematory, 
aftera design of Danmaré& Fisher of New 
York. It will be two stories high and of buf 
brick with marble trimmings.

POPULAR AMONG WOMEN. 

_ Ofthe bodies cremated at Fresh Pond by 
the New York Society 483 were those of men, 
218 of women, forty of boys and twenty-six of 
girls. Women have a greater horror of being 
buried alive than men, and this has much to 
do with making them favorably disposed to 
the idea of cremation, which otherwise would 
be revolting to them.

he has done with it. Asthe average-sized 
man produces not more than four pounds of 
ashes the little German will make a very 
small handful, 

The hearse drives aroundtothe side door 
of this smaller room, the casket is placed on 
a stretcher and the body is removed. Incase 
of infectious disease the casket is not opened, 
but the whole thing is put into the retort. 

The corpse when taken out is wrapped in a 
muslin cloth saturated with alum. This Is 
done to preventany noxious or unpleasant 
vapor from escaping into the room when the 
vapor is first thrust into the retort. 

The muslin-wrapped corpse is then put in 
an iron crib, which is placed ona catafalque 
with rolling cross-bars. This is then trun- 
died in front of the opening of the retort, the 
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iron door is raised and the body shotin. The re- 
tortis one solld piece of fire-brick, and when 
the black iron door is removed shows a lovely 
roseated pink, like the fery glow of a gor- 
geous sunset. A temperature of 2,000 deg. 
Fahrenheit produces this glow. 

An hour or more is needed to reduce the re- 
mainsto ashes. Then three or four hours 
more are necessary to cool the retort. The 
door cannot be opened until the retort has 
cooled, because otherwise the cold air rush- 
ing in would crack the hot fire-brick. Rela- 
tives usually call for the ashes the next day. 

They area finely granulated powder, re- 
sembling chloride of lime in appearance, 
although much drier. They are put intoa 
tin pail painted black and the coffin piate is 
generally left inthe pailasa label. In case 
of any Toss of this means of identifying the 
ashes, it would be impossible totell those of 
Mr. Smith from those of Rothschild.

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PICTURE OF A STOKER’S LIFE ON BOARD 
A BIG »TEAMSHIP.

While the volatile mercury is climbing to 
the top of the thermometrical ladder, it is 
refreshing to think of, to write of, to read of 
people who, perforce, are hotter than you 
are. There can be no doubt of that; the crea- 
ture fashioned in God’s own image is essen- 
tially selfish. So this deals with the firemen 
and the coal-trimmers, or stokers, on the 
steamships;the men who, far down in the 
bowels of the ships, feed, unceasingly, the 
fires that leap and roar for more; who live in 
an inferno, who toll in an atmosphere so hot 
that once in a while one is driven mad by it 
or by the drink he has taken to make him for- 
get it, and plunges overboard to death in the 
cool, inviting waves. 

WHY JACK SHIPPED AS STOKER. 

Have you read Alphonse Daudet’s ‘‘Jack?’’ 
There is a chapter in it that gives an admir- 
able, a graphic, but very Frenchy picture of 
how life ina fireroom looks toone new to it. 
Best read it in the French. Daudet loses in 
the translation: 

**One thought alone sustained Jack in his 
gad life; his mother might. need him and he 
must work hard forher sake. 

‘*Unfortunately wages are in proportion to 
the value of the work, and not tothe ambi- 
tion of the workman, and Jack had nofalent 
in the direction of his career. He was 17, his 
apprenticeship over, and yet he received but 
8francsaday. With these sfrancs he must 
pay for his room, his food and his dress; that 
is, he must replace his coarse clothing as it 
was worn out; and what should he doif his 
mother were to write andsay: ‘I amcom- 
ing to live with you.’ 

TRULY, HE WOULD ‘‘BE WARMED.’’ 

‘* *Look here,’ said Pere Rondic, ‘your 
parents made a great mistake in not listen- 
ing tome. You have no business here. Now, 
how would you like to make a voyage? The 
chief engineer of the Cydnus wantsan assist- 
ant. Youcan have 6 francs per day, be fed, 
lodged and warmed. Shall I write and say 
you will like the situation?’ 

‘*The idea of double pay, the loveof travel 
that Madou’s wild tales had awakened in his 
childish nature, combined to render Jack 
highly pleased with the proposed change. He 
left Pordretone July day just four years 
after his arrival. Whatasuperb day it was! 
The air became more fresh as the little 
steamer he was onapproached the ocean. 
Jack bad never seen the sea. The fresh salt 
breeze inspired him witb restless longing. 
St. Nazarre lay before him—the harbor 
crowded with shipping. They landed at the 
dock and there learned that the Cydnus, of 
the Compagnie Transatiantique, was already 
lying outside—this being, in fact, the only 
way to have all the crew on board at the mo- 
ment of departure. 

**Sallors were hurrying to and fro, and 
Rondic learned from one of them that the 
chief engineer of the Cydnus wasin very bad 
humor because he had not his full number of 
stokers on board.

DAUDET OPEN TO CRITICISM. 

So there is the picture in a French light 
The writer of this wished to see it through 
other glasses, so he went last Friday toa 
saloon on West street, near Spring street, 
much frequented by the firemen and stokers 
of the big English transatlantic steamers, 
and introduced himself to a number of the 
tollers of the sea who sat around a table.

**The parlezvoo’s wrong when he says the 
fire-room is hotter in some climes than in 
others,’’ said a short man, who had a tre- 
mendous girth of chest. ‘*’T makes no odds 
where you are, or in winter or summer, it’s 
no hotter or no colder.’’ 

** *Xcept when you’rein the Gulf Stream, 
sir,’’ interrupted one of his friends. 

‘**True for you,’’ returned the man with the 
big chest, **‘ *xcept when you’re in the Gulf 
Stream off the coast of the States. But that’s 
because the wateris hotter, sometimes 69 to 
72 degs. Not to speak disrespectful to you, 
sir, the forenoon is always as hot as ——. You 
see Parliament has passed laws orderin’ cer- 
tain ventilation, and the steamship owners 
obeys them to the letter, and often goes be- 
yond them, but bless your eyes they can’t 
help it, the freroom is hotter than —.

Isailed with him one voyage to Aus- 
stalia, and he went clean stark, staring mad 
and run up the ladders and overboard before 
you could say ‘Jack Robinson.’ But Jeem 
had been drinking the alcohol out ofa spirit 
lamp.’’ ; 

***Taint so bad asit used to be,’’ spoke up 
another, *‘on the big Engiish and French 
and German steamers and they’re all pretty 
much alike save the Frenchman is allowed 
his wine, which I must say is weaker than 
water, and the German gets his beer regular, 
which lenvy him. Each nation sticks pretty 
close to its own people, all the stokers, you 
might say, on La Touraineare French, and 
on the Eibe are Dutch, ana on the Majesti c— 
naming her because you can see her—are En. 
glish, Irish or Welsh, which is, afterall, the 
same thing.’’ 

**Not by a darned sight,’’ 
boned man across the table. 

**GOOD GRUB’’ AND PLENTY OF IT. 

**Hold your mouth, Terence, till I tell the 
gentieman what he wants toknow. There 
are twenty-four firemen and twenty-four 
stokers or coal-trimmers, or whatever you 
choose to cal ’em, on board any big steamer, 
and nowadays we have good bunks in the 
fo’castle and there’s good grub for uk. What 
is it? Well, I’ll tell you. For breakfast, 
beefsteak or Irish stew, porridge three times 
a week, bread and butter and coffee. For 
dinner, roast beef, soup, bofled potatoes, 
and on Sundays and Thursdays ‘duff.’ For 
tea, cold meat, potatoes and tea. ”’ 

**Not forgettin’ the ‘black pan,’ which 
comes down every night to the watch going 
on at 8o0’clock,’’ cried the fellow who had 
been constantly breaking in. 

‘**The biack pan,’ you must know, comes 
tothe stokers from the saloon and is full of 
bits of fowl and pastry and such like. That’s 
what we havetoeat, all told. Of course its 
different with the Frenchmen, They get no 
roast beef, ‘cause they don’t wantit. They 
get sauces and soups. And it’s different 
with the Germans. They get their stews and 
such. But all of us get good grub nowa- 
days.’’ 

A FEW BOTTLES FROM THE SALOON. 

**And what do you getto drink on boarda?’’ 
**What we pay for. Not tospeak short, we 
can buy Bass ale on board for 6 pence a bot- 
tle. -But very often, these times, there comes 
a present of bottles of whisky tothe firemen. 
The young gentlemen in the saloon, may be, 
are betting on the run and one of ’em says, 
Says he, ‘Send that to the stokers and tell 
*emtofireup.’ And we do fire up, inside 
andout. Or may beanother steamer comes 
along and we’ve got to beat her to port. 
Racing? O, no, sir’’—this with a very sly 
leer while the other men laughed aloud— 
**We’ve just got to beat her, that’sall. Then 
comes more whisky and we fire up again, for 
the glory of the bottom that carries us. 
*Tain’t for me to say, but 1 don’t think we 
drink more than any one else who follows the 
gea. if we do drink more we need it.’’ 
**What’s the pay?’’ 
‘“‘A fireman gets £4a month and a stoker 
£3 a month. We sign pape rs each trip and 
we get port pay in Liverpool and New York. 
You may remember that we struck not so 
very long ago in Liverpool and raised Old 
Nick with the shipowners. So they raised 
our pay. A fireman and a stoker work to- 
gether four hours on and eight hours off—and 
that’s enough. The stoker wheels the coal 
from the bunkers or between decks or 
wherever it is and fires it down the shute—if 
there is one—to tne freman. The fireman 
shovels in the coal when it’s needed, which 
is about all the time. At least once ina 
watch the freman puts the ‘resting’ bar 
across the open furnace door and then rests 
the ‘slashing’ bar onit. Then he ‘slashes’ 
the fire with the long, heavy bar. This 
brings the ‘clinkers’ on top and he rakes ’em 
out. The stoker plays the hose on the burn- 
ing ‘clinkers’ and then wheels ’em away. 
Meantime the fireman can goto the ventila- 
tors and geta breath offresh air. O, it ain’t 
so hard when you get usedtoit. AsI said 
afore, four hours on and eight off. And 
that’s enough. 

**You men seem to thrive.’’ 

**You see, sir, we’re used toit. Mosto’ the 
trimmers are hearty young fellows, between 
21 and 2 years old. Before they took to 
trimming they were working onthe docks. 
After awhile they’ll be firemen, some o’ 
them,’’ 

**How about the American coasters?’’

The Hearing in Court, During Which the 
Deposed Clergyman Gave Some Ex- 
traordinary Testimony—His Marriarce 
end Queer Domestic Relations—A 
Story of Self-Secrifice. 


POUGHKEEPSI£, N. Y., June 2,—The 
Strange case of the Rev. Francis E, Shober, 
the. Episcopal clergyman who asked Bishop 
Pottei to depose him because he was a drunk- 
ard, and wh® now says it was ail a misiake, 
came befcre Judge Barnard in the Supreme 
Court yesterday. Mr. Shober produced a 
score of witnesses to prove that he was never 
addicted tothe liquor habit. They included 
physicians, but the majority were men and 
women ofthe Barrytown parish, where the 
Geposed clergyman preached for eight 
years. Mr. Shober testified yesterday as fol- 
lows: 

“TI was a student at Annandale whenI mar- 
Tied Miss Helen L. Aspinwall on April 1l, 
1682. I had no means and this was well un- 
Gerstood by my wife and her mother, Mrs. 
Jane W. Aspinwall. John Aspinwall, my 
wife’s brother, belonged tothe same college 
fraternity as I, and we were close friends for 
years. After our marriage my wife and I 
traveled in Europe with Mrs. Aspinwall, and 
then went to Middletown, Conn., where I 
finished my theological studies and became 
a minister. We went to Messena, the 
Aspinwall’s country place on the Hudson, to 
live. My wife had $30,000 from her father’s 
estate, and the income paid our living ex- 
penses. Mrs. Aspinwall Dulltthe chapel at 
Barrytown, and I was installed as rector at 
$600a year. Afterwards my salary was ma de 
$1,000 and a rectory was built for us upon the 
Aspinwall estate. 
deal of time at Mrs. Aspinwall’s.’’ 

AN ACTIVE WORKER, 

Then Mr. Shober told of the more than cor- 
Gialrelations that existed between himself 
' and his wife’s family for many years. Four 
children came to them, two boys andtwo 
giris. The young rector established missions 
at Pine Piains, fifteen miles away, at Rhine- 
Deck and at Upper Red Hook. He drove all 
over Dutchess County in sunshine and storm, 
ministering tothe people of three parishes. 
He organized societies and guildsand worked 
without ceasing in his Master’s cause. 
One day last December he came home from 
New york withacold, He had gone to the 
city to buy gifts for the Sunday -school 
Christmas trees. Something occurred at the 
rectory that added mental worry to his 
physical allments. What that was Mr. 
Bhober has nevertold. On sunday he drove 
to Upper Red Hook and conducted service 
there. Without eating breakfast he drove 
five miles more to hischurch at Barrytown, 
where he administered communion. At 2 
o’clock he ate a  ~«s6light dinner, pre- 
parec his evening sermon, visited 
a sick child, and at 7 o’clock read the evening 
service. He walkeda mileto his home and 
the next morning he was sick. For a week 
he was delirious. His delusions included the 
visits of mice, the appearance of hosts of 
tiny *‘Browniles’’ in toboggan caps,the open- 
ing of rreat cracks in the ceiling and the ad- 
vance of

like a huge snow ball, which was to crush 
him. He had no tremor and no fear of any of 
these visitations. The doctors treated him 
for grip. One day they were told that Mr. 
Shober wasa hard drinkerand that he had 
been intoxicated just before his illness. Dr. 
Lossee diagnosed the case as one of delirium 


tremens. 

On the stand to-day Mr. Shober said he felt 
that the time had come when he must leave 
his wife. When Dr. Losse told him that he 
hed been suffering from alcoholism he was 
Still in a weak condition and he accepted the 
statement as perhaps the best way outof his 
domestic worries. He wrote to Bishop Pot- 
ter, saying that he was unfit to be a minister. 
He wrote to his mother-in-law, telling that 
lady that he was unworthy to be her son, 
that he wasadrunkard. Then he went to 
his wife and said: ‘*The time has come 
when I must leave Barrytown, for reasons 
that you knuw Very well.

The quantity of wheat Imported into the 
United Kingdom from Jan.ito June 1 was 
82 265 bu according tothe records. Of 
that amount the Atlantic ports of this coun- 
eo! tote 13,868,835 bu, and the Pacific coast 
4,916 u., oOratotal from this country of 
18,779,891 bu., against 13,905,874 bu. from all 
other countaies. A yearago American ship- 
ments were only some 380 per cent of all, while 
two years a they were some 40 per cent 
of the total United Kingdom imports. In the 
year 1891 Russia led us as an exporter of 
wheat to that country, in the first five 
months of the year, and Was more than 
twice as great as our Atlantic coast In 189). 
That season our Pacific exports were heavy, 
and with Atlantic, exceeded Russian, while 
this last five months Russia sent them very 
little. Excepting Russia in all late years, 
India was next to usinexports. Chill senta 
large quantity tn the last five months, being 
next after India. British imports of corn 
Slightly exceeded wheat in 1890, and 
amounted to some 33,000,000 bu, but are 
less this year, reaching only about 
26,000, 00u bu in the five months. 
The power of other countries to export wheat 
and corn was undérrated by us atthe begin- 
ning of this treason. Europe madea similar 
mistake with the addition also of underrating 
our ability, hence our mistake of holding 
wheat that ought to have been sold last fall, 
and hence the mistake of Europe that bought 
wheat last fall that could have been secured 
at less cost this spring. Europe was the 
greater sufferer through the blunder, for we 
got more than we would forour crop if con- 
ditions had been well understood.—[ Minneap- 
oite Market Record.

The Richmond Terminal Co., together with 
the Danville and East Tennessee, have at last 
Tound a resting place in the hands of the re- 
ceilvers. The legal steps incident to these 
proceedings were uncertaken by inside inter- 
ests in the companies, and are stated 

. by these interests to have no bearing or 
influence upon the reorganization now under 
consideration by Messrs. Drexel, Morgan 
&Co. The reasons for the receliverships, 
stated out of court, are to be found in the 

inimical policy pursued toward these cor- 
porations in the State of Georgia. The re- 
celverships are to be regarded as a sort of 
half-way house. Should Drexel, Morgan & 
Oo. undertake the reorganization, their work 
Will not be hindered by the court protection 
of these properties. Should the firm decline 
to take up the work, these companies have 
Only reached the point to which they have 
been inevitably tending for eighteen months. 
The security holders ofthe companies are 
Risoto be congratulated in that the _ re.

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MONEY MATTERS. 


Local Review of the Situation and Other 
Topics cf Interest. 


The demand for money ts fairly good and 
local bankers are expecting a large inquiry 
for currency from the country to move the 
crop of winter wheat which is now being, or 
is about to be harvested. The prospects are 
good for a large crop of winter 


wheat and a consequent accumulation of 
stock in the local elevators, which furnishes 
the most desirable kind of security to the 
banks as collateral and this is more than 
probable this season, as Europe ts not Itkely 
totake our wheat as freely as they did last 

ear. 
' The question asto why we continue to ex- 
port gold tn such large quantities is very per- 
tinent and almost unanswerable, It isevi- 
dent that our banks and bankers would only 
part with their specie reserve for two rea- 
sons. The first onels compulsory in its char- 
acter, and is to be foundin the payment of 
necessary debts. If America really owes to 
Europe the balance that Is represented by 
this exportof gold, of course there is no 
escape fromits payment, and that it is paid 
isa heaithy sign. The second rea on may be 
found in the optional loan of a larwe amount 
of money nowidle onthis side of the water 
to Europe, with the understanding that it 
shall, when repaid, be repaid in gold. It Is 
notto be presumed that the bankers who 
make such loans, ifany are made, do so ayes 
collateralthat is untrustworthy, or credits 
otherwise than sound, and we cannot, there- 
fore, see anything to excite 
great apprehension in the gold 
movement. It is true that the re- 
serve of the yellow metal in the United States 
Treasury is lower than It has been atany time 
since the resumption of specie pay memes but 
the credit of this country Is so high that but 
little doubt exists in the mind of any well-in- 
formed financier, that it could without dim- 
culty, and at a moment’s notice, replenish 
its gold reserve atasiight cost. Europe evi- 
dently wants the metal, and as long as it can 
be made to the interest of the American 
money ienwdersto part with it, they wiilcon.- 
tinue todoso. If, as many assume, Europe 
is sending back to us our seccuritiesin larve 
guantities asaresult of the uneasiress felt 
abroad with regard to the outcome of our 
policy in colning $4,500,000 of silver monthly, 
the fact that th's country is able to absorb 
them without ets & is ah encouraging 
rather than an alarming feature, and this 

rocess, if continued, would render us en- 
firely independent of foreign financial assist-

“ELECTRICAL NOTES, 


An improvement in the phonograph has 
been patented under the name of ti etele- 
phonograph, which consists in the combina- 
tion of a microphone and a phonograph. 

Submarine telephony is described ina pat- 
ent issued last week for a telephone compris- 
ing an electro-magnet embedded ina water- 
resisting compound. By this means divers 


will be able to communicate by speech with 
their associates above water. 

The buoy on the Southwest Spit, which 
marks a siarpturninthe channel entrance 
to New York Harbor, is now lighted electric- 
ally.

in this country. There are several claimants 
for the fundamental patents of what is 
broadly Known as the Faure type, and it ap- 
pears to have been difficult to decide who had 
priority, and todefine exactly what each 
claimant hadarightto. Even in the Patent 
Office the decision in one case alone is said to 
have been reversed twelve times before the 
case was finally issued, showing that it was 
not an easy matter to decide. The two prin- 
cipal companies in this country have appar- 
ently been spending as much if not more 
time, money and attentionin fighting their 
cases in the courts during the past ten years 
than they have spent in makin and 
improving their cells. The batteries are 
nearly the same as they were many years 
ago, improvement having been lent slight. 
The result of their fighting Is rather amusing 
to outsiders. It appears that each of the 
two cOmpanies bas had an injunction granted 
by the courts on the other one, preventing it 
from using a certain pers or process. But as 
each of these parts of processes are essential 
to the manufacture of such a. storage bat- 
tery, it follows that now neither company 
can make or sell.

WORLD’S FAIR NOTES. 


Curious Exhibits Which Will Be Wade at 
the Exposition. 

CHICAGO, June2%,.-A gold brick, weighing 
500 pounds and worth $150,000, will be exhib- 
ited in the Mines and Mining Building at the 
World’s Fair by a Helena (Mont. )mine owner. 

It is probable, that a number of genuine 
Astrakhan sheep, the finest specimens living, 
will be exhibited at the World’s Fair. A 
dozen of them have recently arrived in this 
country from Persia, having beep purchased 
there by United States Minister Beaie for Sec- 
retary Rusk of the Department of Agricui- 
ture, who intends to try the experiment of 


raising the species in this country. They are 
to be taken to Southern Oalifornia, and if 
they prosper will be taken tothe Fair next 
summer, 

The chair in which Thomas Jefferson sat 
while writingthe Declaration of Independ- 
ence isnow owned by the Philosophical So- 
clety, Philadelphia. Itis reported that this 
interesting relic will be exhibited at the 
World’s Fair. . 

South Burmah and the East Indies intend to 
have a wortby exhibit at the Exposition, The 
Chamber of Commerce of Kurrachee has ap- 
pointed Jehangir H. Kothari, a prominent 
wealthy merchant of Kurrachee, special 
commissioner to develop an exhibit for the 


Fair. 

Chief Ives, who isin Euro in the interest 
of the Fine Arts Department of the World’s 
Fair, has written that the French and Ameri- 
can artists in Paris are all agog with enthus!- 
asim forthe Fair. The American artists are 
hard at work, and their section of the exhibit 
will be unexpectedly large and of the highest 
order. Chief Ives had several conferences 
with Commissioner Proust, who isthe Chief 
of the Fine Arts Department for the French 
exhibit, and finds the representative men of 
French art circies active and in earnest to 
make their display exceptionally fine and 
surpassing in extent anything formerly ac- 
complished, 

Three World’s Fair Commissioners from 
France are now in Chicago, to erect and 
decorate the buliding which will be the head- 
quarters of France at the Fair, and to com- 
plete arrangements for installing the French 
exhibit. They are Baron de Vialar, M. Rene 
Dubufsson and M. Henri otte. They say 
that France will have an exhibit unrivaled by 
that of any other nation and that will eclipse 
anything of the kind ever previously under- 
taken by the French Government. They bave 
asked fur 200,000 square feet additional space. 
The French butlding is to be one of the finest 
of foreign struct@res, and decorated most 
artistically under direction of M. Motte, who 
is a celebrated painter and decorator. 

The Indian exhibit at the World’s Fair will 
include representatives of every tribe from 
the extreme north to Terra del Fuego. 

A schooner is now being fitted out at Hali- 
fax to goto the arctic regions to get ten or 
twelve Esquimo families, fifty or sixty per- 
sons in ali, for exhibition at the World’s 
Fair. Dogs, fishing implements, utensils 
and everything necessary to show Esquimo 
life, will also be procured, 

An exhibit of bells will be made at the 
World’s Fair by a large manufacturing con- 
cern in this country, and the firm Is planning 
to display it tn a reproduction of the Tzar 
Kolokol (King of bells), the famous broken 
bell of Moscow, whichis 22 feet in diameter 
and 21 feet 8 inches high, weighs 443,772 
pounds anda Is used as a chapel. 

Japan has applied for space in the World’s 
Fair Mines and Mining building for a mineral 
exhibit. It will include a fine collection of 
the celebrated Japanese alloys and bronze 
preparations, 

Those who have been charged with the 
preparation of the Turkish exhibit are mak- 
ing very extensive preparations to have it of 
superior merit and interest. They will char- 
ter a large shipto transport the exhibit.They 
will bring over 400 native Turks arrayed in 
thelr national costume;:. They will repro- 
duce at Chicago a street in Constan- 
tinople with all its pecullar crook- 
edness anid narrowness, and its _  inter- 
testing bazars and restaurants. The bazars 
will be filled with salabie articles of Turkish 
manufacture. The expedition to Chicago 
will start from Constantinople and will call 
atalithe Turkish ports for reinforcements 
and articies to be placed on exhibition. 
Adrianapolis and Philoppolis have caught the 
fever and will do quite as much as the capi- 
talto make the Turkish exhibit a_ success. 
The exhibit wilb include a reproduction in 
miniature of the Mosque of St. Sophia. This 
has never been reproduced in any Christian 
country, and for its reproduction at Chicago 
special permission of the Sultan had to be 
obtained,

ALICE MITCHELL’S SANITY. 


The Judicial Inquiry Begins at Memphis 
on Monday. 


MEMPHIS, June 25.—On Monday the Mitchell- 
Ward case will again be brought to the atten- 
tion of the public. That is the day set 
for the hearing of evidence as to the sanity of 
Alice Mitchell, who on the 25th of January 
last cut the throat of her friend, Freda Ward, 
with a razor on the Memphis levee. The 
story ofthe tragedy and the unnatural in- 


fatuation from which it sprang are familiar 
to all newsp r readers. 

The fate of the beautiful young woman who 
has passed all these months since the murder 
in a prison cell with the terrible charge 
against her will depend upon the ability of 
pes counsel to estavlish the fact that she is 

nsane. 

Lawyer Wright, leading counsel for the 
defense, hasa packet of love letters in his 

ssession, written by Alice Mitchell to 

reda Ward, upon which he counts to make 
such proof. He also has acknowledgments 
made by Alice Mitchell herself, which show 
that in some stran way that girl was s0 
enamored of her fellow girl schoolmate that 
she was insane at the time of the killing, and 
had been, probably, from organic aothan 
from the inoment she budded from thood 
into the first fush of womanhood. 

The remarkable trial, based on such astory, 
will be a question where expert medical tes- 
timony will decide the issue. That testimony 
will all be onthe one point of the establish- 
ment of the fact that insanity exists where 
such an abnormal] prechological condition 
exists as leads one woman to become s0_J0- 
fatuated with another woman. 

The proceedings to inquire into the sanity 
of Alice Mitchell is a step before the regular 
trial of the defendant on the charge of mur- 
der, taken by her counsel in their efforts to 
save her from the galluws. 

The prominence of all the parties connected 
with the case will lend great interest to the 
proceedings. 

Alice Mitchell is the daughter of one of the 
oldest and best citizens of Mempnbis. For a 
number of years he was in the furniture busi- 
ness in Memphis, and was noted for his in- 
tegrity. His sons, Robert, Walter and Frank, 
are well known as rising young business 
men. Frank is married and resides in Cali- 
fornia. There are three girls, Mattie, Addie 
and Alice. 

The murdered girl, Freda Ward, was also 
weli known in thiscity. She had two sisters. 
One of them, Jo Ward, who was wounded in 
her attempt to save Freda from the deadly 
frenzy of Miss Mitchell, is tne chief witness 
for the State. She received acut on the 
throat fromthe razor in the hands of her 
sister’s slayer.

The Race Run in Good Time—Opening of 
" the Bast St Louis Summer Meeting— 
Sullivan Wins the HMandicap—The 
Fouth fide ray Meeting ae ie 1 
Irene H. Takes the Derby. 


Cuicaco, June 2%.—Fifty thousand people 
at Washington Park to Gay witnessed R. A. 
Swigart’s Carisbad win the ninth American 
Derby by two leneths, while the Californian 
colt, Zaildivar, ran second, and Corrigan’s 
fuli brether to Freeland, Cicero, was third. 

The weather was perfect overhead, the 
sun shining brightly and a cool Breeze biow- 
ing, but the track, owing to the recent rain- 
storms, was very heavy, though not wet, 
The grandstand, which has been recently 
enlarged to seat 13,000 persons, while 8,000 
more can find standing room, began to fill up 
at 12 o’clock, and when the saddling 
bell for the Derby rang at 8:50, there 
was not an avatiabie seat within it. The 
lawn in front was a compact mass of human 
beings, while the carriages stretched from 
the betting ring to the three-quarter pole 
and stoed ten and twelve deep in the center 
fieid for the éiuhth ofa mile. The club-house 
was filled with the elite of the city. The scene 
in the betting ring Just before the big race 
baffles description. There were seventy-iour 
bookmakers doing business and the premiums 
have been nearly doubled in size since itast 
year. Azra and Cicero cGpened the favor- 
ites at 5 to 2; Carlsbad was 6 to 1, 
Newton, Galindo and Zablivar 6 to 1 
each and the others were at larger prices. 
Faraday was scratched at 1 o'clock and 
lllume and Belfast, who were on the card, 
did not go to the post. It wasalmost4 o*clock 
when the bugle sounded, and soon after nine 
of the compei tors made their way from their 
paddock. Chief Justice, with JounsOn up, 
led the parade. Bob Forester followed with

An Accident Caused by Natural Gas. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., June %.—This eventing 
at about 4:15 0’clock a tubular boiler at the 
Consumers’ ice works, occupying Nos, 143 to 
159 Magazine, between Girod and Julia 
streets, exploded, killing one man outright 
and seriously injuring several others, three 
fatally. The building, which was a two- 
story frame and brick structure, was partly 
carried away and pieces of timber, bricks 
and iron were hurled thréugh the alr with 
terrific force and fell several hundred yards 
away. The building at once took fire and 
alarms were sent in from every direction 
which added to the intense excite- 
ment that prevailed. The cry 
was immediately raised that about a dozen 
workmen had been buried beneath the ruins. 
This had hardly been made known when it 
was announced that the occupants of the ad- 
joining two-story building, which had been 
partly destroyed by the explosion, were bu- 
ried beneath the ruins in their house. 

Several citizens made a rush for the build- 
ing to rescue the unfortunate people, the 
firemen also doing splendid work in fighting 
thé fire and assisting in the work of rescuing 
the people. The rescuers, however, were 
at times driven away from the scene on 
account of the fames of ammonia which 
permeated the air. After a hard and desper- 
ate battle the firemen succeeded in extin- 
guishing the fire, and with the assistance of 
citizens rescued the peopie Beneath the 
ruins, The man killed was a f¢gro named 
Albert Coleman, wno was passing in the 
street when the explosion occurred; he 
saw his danger and started to run across the 
street, when a heavy piece of scantling fell 
and crushed his skull. Those taken out of 
the ruins and injured were: 

M. W. Smith, chiefengineer. He received 
an ugly scalp wound and slight bruises about 
the body. Jacob Frickey, boss fireman,severe 
scalp wound, right arm broken and burned 
about the abdomen. Freddie Mathiese, coal- 
passer, was badly scalded and burned about 
the face, armsandbody. Hewill die. Wm. 
Doebelie, fireman, fatally burned and scalded 
about the face and entire body. T. McBride, 
machinist, severely shocked and slightly 
scalded and bruised about the arms and body, 
Hick Smith, colored, a coal-passer, was fa- 
tally scalded about the body and had his left 
leg fractured. Andrew ohnson, colored, 
had his left arm fractured and was bruised 
about the body. Ed Williams, colored, left 
shoulder dislocated. Wm. Scully, ollerand 
assistant engineer, badly shocked and 
bruised and slightly scalded. 

At the adjoining buliding the rescuers 
found Mrs, John Hilbert. She was scalded 
about the arms and badly shocked. Her little 
son, John, aged 9 years, was remroved from 
a mattress. He was badly bruised about the 
body. MissL. Comeaux was bruised about 
the entire body. Richard Meredith in rescu- 
ing the above was nearly suffocated by in- 
haling ammonia and was attended by a phy- 
sician. 

James ‘Brown while rescuing the people 
was severely burned about the right arm. 
The building is owned by the Consumers’ 
Ice Co., ofr -.which ex-Congressman 
N. D. Wallace is the President. The damage 
to the buliding is estimated at $10,000 which 
is covered by a policy for $25,000 in ‘the Hart- 
ford Insurance Cv.

TEN PASSENGERS KILLED. 


A TERRIBLE RAILROAD DISASTER AT SOUTH 


HARRISBURG. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., June 25.—An accident 
happened early this morning on the Pennsy!- 
vania Railroad fh South Harrisburg in which 
ten) persons lost their lives and thirty were 
more or less seriously injured. Train No. 9, 
due here at 12:10 a. m., was dividéd into two 
sections. The rear section was behind time, 
and in trying to make up if ran into the first 
section at the Dock street bridge. Several 
cars were telescoped. 

The first section of the train wags stopped on 


Dock street tower for orders. Vhen it was 
abeut to start the second section crashed into 
it, wrecking five cars and the locomotive of 
the second section. Onecar fell on its side. 
Physicians and surgeons of the city were 
aroused, and all hurried to the hospital, 
where the wounded and dying were aken 
as fast as recovered from the wreck. 
The wrecking crews were at worg at 20’ > clock 
this morning clearing the tracks which have 
been biockaded since the wreck, 

The operator at Steelton Is alleged to have 
been responsible forthe accident in having 
given Ekngineer Kelly of Philadelphia the 
wrong sixnal. The sharp curve at Dock 
street also made the disaster more serious 
than it would otherwise have been. 

The baggage car next to the engine was the 
only one in the second section wrecked. None 
of the trainmen were hurt. . The private car 
of George Westinghouse of Pittsburg was the 
last on the first train and its weight crushed

In the event of Mr. Peary not returning at 
thistime,a systematic search ofthe coast 
line wilkbe begun, and ifgunsuccessfulin this 
direction a certain amount of iniand search. 
exploration will be attempted, and the pia- 
teau summits ascended for distant sights. 
The absence of known route necessarily 
makes any intended survey inthis direction 
impracticable; nor would it be expedient to 
in any way imperil the relief party ina 
search where the elements Bof success are so 
obviously antagonistic and distant. The 
margin of safety of which the relief expedi 
tion will avail itself in its stay in the region 
of McCormick Bay is about five weeks. In an 
average season the waters, after the summer 
liberation, do not again begin to freeze over 
before the beginning of September, If Lieut. 
Peary and his associates are not met with 
before this time, the inference will be that 
they have been overwhelmed by disaster, as 
he had fixed the time of his return to McCor- 
mick Bay to be the last week of July.

It is also equipped with 
acargo of useful articles for domestic pur- 
poses for the destitute Esquimaux, which 
bave generously been given by the charitable 
citigens of Philadelphia and West Chester. 
These include household fmplements of all 
kinds, and with them are shipped a quantity 
of boards for sledge and boat construction.

LABOR NEWS. 


Workingmen Determined to Have Free 
Baths—The Eight Hour Ordinance. 


Workingmen are onthe warpath over the 
‘*nublicbaths’’ question. The Trades and 
Labor Union has had a committee circulating 
petitions and laboring with members of the 
Municipal Assembly. It was re- 
ported at the last meeting that 
Comptroller Stevenson had said that 


there was no money for baths this year and 
delegates wanted to know how it happened 
that there was no money for the baths when 
Stevenson only the other ‘day got the 
tax rate reduced because there was 
danger of having too much money. Delegate 
Hofber feared that workingmen were not in 
the ‘‘push’’ at the City Hail, and he said 
that workingmen would do wellto getupa 
littie push of their own, by means of the 
ballot-box. The union enlarged the com- 
mittee to nine, and instructed it to keep up 
the agitation. < 

Quarrymen’s Union, No. 48, is greatly 
wrought up over the violation of the elght- 
hour ordinance in city work, and has memo-

GENTLEMEN—Inasmuch as the Municipal Govern- 
ment has recently passed an ordinance regulating 
the hours of labor on ali public works and enterprises 
done by contract, wherein the city of St. Louisisa 
party, and clearly stating that all work be let by con- 
tract after Jan. 1, 1892, shall be done on the eight- 
hour plan—it isa lamentabie fact that in numerous

Prohibition Convention Meets in Cincin- 
nati Wednesday. 


——— 
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PREPARATIONS COMPLETE TO CARE FOR 
THE DELEGATES. 


Representatives Expected From EHvery 
State in the Union-—Fourteen Candi- 
dates for President Now in the Field— 
Incidental Gatherings Begin To-Day— 
To Be Held in Music Hall. 


CINCINNATI, O., June 25.—The next great 
event on the political calendar will occur in 
this city the coming week. 

The different committees that have charge 
of the arrangements for the sixth National 
Prohibition Convention at Music Hail next 
Wednesday and Thursday are rounding up 
their labors. The hall will be magnificently 
decorated for the occasion, andthe commit- 
tee in charge state that when they finish their 
work the vast auditorium will present a mag- 
nificent appearance. 

Chatrman Dickey will call the convention 
to order at10 o’clock Wednesday morning, 
and it is expected that fully 1,000 delegates 
and alternates will be present and enough 
visitors to test the capacity of the hall. 

Headquarters will beatthe Grand Hotel, 
where delegates will receive their badges up 
to Wednesday morning. Badges will admit 
to the hallanda seat. Ohio delegates will be 
allowed four visitors’ tickets, and those from 
other States two. 

Secretary Morris of the Committee of Ar- 
rangements states that he has letters from 
scores of State Secretaries advising him that 
full delegations are coming; along with them 
a big contingent of visitors. Several special 
trains are coming from the New England 
States and Pennsylvania and in fact every 
State in the Union will be represented. Ohio 
and Indiana will send fully 500 people each. 
Hotels are expected to filed -to overfiow- 
ing and private houses are expected to be 
called upon to take care of the guests. 

To-morrow will be started the inc!i- 
dental meetings. At2o’clock, at Music Hall, 
@ grand rally and mass-meeting will be held. 
Miss Frances E. Willard, President of the 
W.c.

Tuesday afternoon the National Reform 
Conference will bold a session at the Palace 
Hotel. 

One of the most interesting meetings will 
be the Nationa!

A CARICATURIST WHO DELIGHTS ALL 
GERMANY, 


Special Correspondence BUNDAY POST-DIsPATon, 

HANOVER, June 12.—I wonder if there isa 
German living who doeg ngt Know Basch? 

His name has become a household word in 
German families. If anything comical hap- 
pens, they exclaim: 7 

**Almost as funny as Busch !’’ 

Even the little children’s faces beam with 
joy when he is mentioned. 

And is there anything funnier than a story 
told In rhymes and caricature by Wilhelm 


Busch? 

For instance, a series of pictures represents 
two bad bodys of Corinth teasing Diogenes, 
who Is sitting in hig barrel, He warns them 
to stop their tricks, but without paying the 
least attention the little Greeks begin to roll 
the barrel, Sudaenly their togas get hitched 
on nails. As soon as Diogenes perceives this 
hein his turn rolls the barrel round and 
round, and when he at last crawls out into 
the sun, scratching himself, the boys lie on 
the ground, rolled flat as pancakes, The 
humor of these caricatures is heightened by 
the absurdity of the accompanying doggerels, 
though half of thetr laugh-compelling power 
lies in peculiarities of dialect and grammar, 
of which no one but a German can feel the 
force. 

His books, like the ‘‘Pious Helena,’’ ‘‘Mr, 
and Mrs. Knoop,’’ have sold by the hundred 
thousands. If he had made all the net profits 
he would be a manifold millionaire now, and 
even though the publishers have, as he says, 
taken more than their share, he is better off 
than many of the foremost artists who wield 
the chisel or brush. 

In looking over a long series of his carica- 
tures one is above all struck by the sim- 
plicity of the means he employs to achieve 
the most comical results, a simplicity which 
reminds one of a child’s rude attempts at 
drawing that can be seen in any school, 
Uleverly introducing three or four lines into 
an oval he executes a face expressing the 
most rollicking humor. He succeeds in mak- 
ing the simplest inanimate object,like a chair 
or a cane, look funny. In one instance he 
depicts the faces which the changing folds of 
@ pair of trousers can make. 

A joke which remains good after the 
occasion which gaverise toithas passed is 
generally considered one ofthe rarest pro- 
ducts ofthe human mind, and in this Busch 
excels. His ‘*‘good things’’ will be enjoyed 
just as mucha hundred years hence as to- 
day. 

He has never attempted to caricature 
politics, never uttered epigrams upon con- 
spicuous persons, nor do we learn the bad 
mannersand moralsof the time from him;

malignant, ufpatriotic, !tmpure, 
has ever borne his signature. He is 
always delightfully innocent, witha broad 
and boisterous humor. The adventures of 
a chignon, the mischievous tricks of a 
monkey who upsetsa whole household, the 
experiences ofa man. falling into dough and 
being baked alive are subjects sufficiently 
interesting for nis pen, 

He never uses a model but draws every- 
thing from imagination witha simple pen, 
which also serves him for writing. 

His imagipation isso fertile that whena 
publisher, who was orderinga~-book, once 
asked him when it would be finished, he re- 
plied: ‘‘In a week or two, perhaps sooner.’’ 
As soon as this became known his publishers 
continually annoyed him with asking fim to 
lower his prices 

Busch is avery pleasant person to meet, 
butin his manners entirely different from 
what the reader might imagine. Hehasa 
stout figure anda full face, with a long, gray 
beard, small, vivacious eyes beaming with 
good-natured mischief, a friendly mouth, 
with some slight motion even when silent. 
His speech ts slow, almost dragging; he even 
stutters somewhat now and then. His wit 
and humor only belong to his pen and, 
theugh he can hardly write a letter without 
introducing a sketch or a rhyme, his oral 
utterances, on the contrary, show no trace 
of these qualities. Only when he is jolly—he 
was always a heavy drinker—he talks con- 
tinually in doggerels, always using the last 
word of the speaker as a rhyme for his 
answer. 

Even as a boy he showed the close observa- 
tion and keen perception which are the lead- 
ing characteristics of every caricaturist. He 
saw peculiarities where the general eye did 
not detect them. " 

In school he was continually drawing cari- 
catures of the boys as well as the teachers on 
his desk, slate and books, which often re- 
sulted in fights with his schoolmates anda 
good whipping from his mother. 

Even in Italy he did not feel inspired and 
produced nothing but an occasional carica- 
ture of the great masterpieces of art, whieh, 
however, he was too shy to show to anybody. 

When he returned to Munich he was iIntro- 
duced in the tiofbrauhaas to the 6.litor of the 
Fliegende Biaetter, who was in search of a cari- 
caturist, and who induced Busch to show 
him his collection of caricatures, This led to 
an engagement for several years at the Flie- 
gende Blaetter, which quickly made Busch 
popular throughout Germany. 

After several] successful years, during which 
he published from eighteen to twenty-four 
books, he retired to Wiedensanl,a pleasant 
little town near Hanover, where he was born 
nearly sixty yearsago. He has bullt a hand- 
some villa on the original estate of hig pa.

Blaine the greatest ovation he hasever re- 
ceived. The story can not be better told 
than in the words of the Post-DISPATCH’S 


great telegraphic report. 

Right back of the speaker there sat big 
Tom Beed, and back of him a young woman 
suddenly jumped to her feet and wildly 
waved a long white parasol. She was a very 
good looking and very nervous looking young 
woman, with plercing eyes, a very small 
waist and a body held very straight. Every 
thing about her was calculated to please the 
eye elther near or at a distance. Her dress ap- 
pearedto be a@ sort of yellow fish-netting 
material. As she waved her umbrella she 
shouted the name of Blaine, and, wildly 
waving her hands, called upon the audience 
to join her. In a few seconds every man, 
woman anadchildin the building, excepting 
a few anti-Biaine men among the delevates, 
was standing erect. The scene whic: fol- 
lowed lasted twenty-four minutes anda few 
seconds.
